Make-Up of the Party. 


The party was made up of Drainage Trustees 
L. E. Cooley, Wenter, and Eckhardt, Isham 
Randolph, Chief Engineer; T. T. Johnston, 
First Assistant Engineer; A. B. Weston, 
Superintendent of Construction; and D. C. 
Dunlap, Assistant Superintendent of Con- 
struction, They were accompanied by Ossian 
Guthrie and others. , Twenty-eight people 
were in the two rowboats which left Riverside 
about 11 o'clock. Drainage Trustee Kelly 
joined the party at Summit. It had been in- 
tended to go clear through to Lockport, but 
the trip was given up at Lemont until next 
Monday morning, when it will be resumed to 
the end of the drainage district. 

The problem of the disposal of the flood- 
waters formed one of the great topics of dis- 
cussion while the drainage canal was still in 
an embryonic state. The Desplaines River 
at flood tide is from five to ten feet above the 
level of Lake Michigan. Last summer the 
Drainage Board was forced to take a speedy 
solution of the problem and chose to give the 
river a new channel down. the valley. 

The first stop of yesterday’s trip was made 
at the spillway, directly south of. Riverside. 
The water which had been pouring over this 
greatdam Tuesday at the rate of 60,000 
cubie feet a minute had fallen until it was six 
inches below the ‘top, which formed a com- 
fortable walk for the visitors. From that 
point the levee southward was examined, and

COUNTY BOARD JUDICIARY OOMMIT- 
TEE MAKES A REPORT. 


Hanover and Schaumberg eom to Have 
Been Favored in the January Makeup 
Four Tickets with Original Names 
Scratched Off and Others Substituted= 
Committee Thinks the Changes Must 
Have Been Made While the Cards Were 
in the Superior Court Clerk’s Custody. 


Some peculiar things in the manner of 
drawing jurymen have been brought to light 
by an investigation conducted by the County 
Board Committee on Judiciary. A number 
of instances have been found where men have 
served on juries from a week to ten days 
without going through any of the legal pre- 
liminaries through which jurors are com- 
monly supposed to go before appearing in 
court, Certain country towns—Hapnover and 

‘\Schaumberg—appear to have been remark- 
ably well favored in the January drawing, so 
well favored that the committee gave the sub- 

ject especial attention, but was quite unable 
to find any reason therefor. 

Another singular proceeding was also un- 
earthed by the committee. From the num- 
ber of specific instances quoted it appears to 
have been acommon practice to substitute 
names of other persons for those drawn from 
the jury box and to scratch out the name 
written on the jury card and substitute the 
name of some presumably favored one. The 
committee expresses the belief that these 
changes were made while the cards were in 
the custody of the Superior Court Clerk, but 
the Clerk warmly denies that such was the 
case, 

The reading of this report to the County 
Board at.its meeting yesterday created con- 
siderable excitement. The committee de- 
clined to discuss the question, however, stat- 
ing that the report had been made and the 
board could do as it pleased. It was decided 
that copies of this report be sent to the vari- 
ous Judges of the Superior Court, with a re- 
quest that the matter be investigated fully. 
One of the Commissioners desired that the re- 
port be sent to the grand jury, but others ob- 

jected, because it would usurp the power of 
the Judges, who were capable of acting in the 
matter. 


Report of the Committee. 

The report referred to was as follows: 

“In regard to the questions as to why so 
large a number of jurors was drawn in the 
Criminal Court from the country towns 
of Hanover and Schaumberg for February, 
1894, we find that in January the Criminal 
Court Clerk drew from the jury box at County 
Clerk’s office 1,015 cards. How or why ina 
panel drawn from such a large number there 
should have been so many drawn by the 
Criminal Court Clerk from those two towns 
we are unable.to find a satisfactory explana- 
tion, but we have no reason to believe any 
names were drawn which were not on the lists. 

“It has further come to our notice and, 
upon careful investigation, we have found 
that there are irregularities in the jury serv- 
ice in the Superior Court. In the jury lists 
approved by the County Board we find at the 
January term, 1894, before Judge Blanke, 
that on jury card No. 13,575 was placed by 
the County Clerk the name of Morris D. 
Mason, No. 193 South Lincoln street, which 
agrees with the jury clerk’s list. We find that 
the venire issued by the Clerk of the Superior 
Court to the Sheriff had the name of the said 
Mason on it. The return made by the Sheriff 
shows that said Mason had not been found, 


| but a black line in ink was d over the 


name, The card as returned jury clerk 
shows that the name originally on it had been 
erased and the name-of John Carey, No. 793 
Ogden avenue, substituted, and said Carey 
had been returned by the clerk as having 
served ten days before Judge Blanke and 
traveled four miles, for which he had drawn 
his pay. 
Other Like Cases, 

“ We also find that on the jury clerk’s list 
was the name of Kelly F. Higgins, No. 679 
Indiana street, jury card No. 29,649. He 
also was on the venire issued by the clerk of 
the Superior Court to the Sheriff and returned 
as not found. Thecard as returned to the 
jury clerk shows the name Edward Watier, 
No, 421 Carroll avenue, served before Judge 
Blanke fifteen day and traveled four miles, 
for which payment was made to said Watier. 
~ ** We further find that on the jury list was 
the name of George N. Jennings, No. 111 
North Lincoln street. The venire issued by 
the Superior Court Clerk to the Sheriff bears 
The return of the Sheriff 
shows that said Jennings was not found. The 
card, as returned to the jury clerk, bears the 
name of John Boyd, No. 898 Jackson strevt. 
as having served before Judge Blanke ten 
days and traveled four miles, for which he 
drew pay. 

‘‘On the jury list approved by the board 

was the No, 26,967 and the name of Frank 
H. Iwan, No. 122 Ohio street. The venire 1s- 
sued by the Superior Court Clerk bears the 
same name, the card as returned to the jury 
clerk bears the name of H. H. Vanera, No. 
151 One Hundred and Twelfth street, as hav- 
ing served before Judge Goggin eight days 
and traveled ten miles, for which he drew 
oat Ordered No Substitution. 
27,855 and the 
52 Emma street. 
This card was returned, ‘showing said Roth 
was excused by court. There was also re- 
turned a card bearing the same number and 
name of Thomas Griffin, No. 12 Wright 
street, as serving before Judge Blanke De- 
cember, 1893, nine days and traveling four 
miles, for which he drew pay. The nameé of 
Thomas Griffin does not appear in the records 
as having been drawn and the Judge informed 
your committee that he had never ordered a 
substitution of names which had not been 
drawn. 

‘* The venires issued by the Superior Court 
Clerk bearing the right names are conclusive 
eviderices to your committee that the cards 
drawn by him from the County Clerk bore the 
right names. As we understand it, the Su- 
perior Court Clerk makes his venire from 
these cards; therefore these changes must 
have been made while the cards were in the 
custody of the Superior Court Clerk. 

** We think it the duty of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court and Judges interested in hav- 
ing the jury service safeguarded to proceed at 
once to a thorough legal investigation in these 
cases as, in our judgment, grave contempts 
of court, if not criminal practices, have been 
conimitted in these cases.

stitute any one man for another? Don’t you 
see the original man might be there himself? 
How should we know? 

“ The bailiff, however, Knows whether the 
original can be present or not. Any one can 
draw his own conclusions. I make no ac- 
cusations against any one. I desire it under- 
stood that I court the fullest investigation, 
and I shail insist that the men in question be 
compelled to say ‘how they got on 
the jury. The strangest tung of all 
to me is that when Lundberg and 
Allen were in my _ Office, conducting 
this investigation, they admitted that they 
had many similar cases in the Circuit Court, 
where, by the way, no one handles tickets but 
the bailiff: and also a number of cases in the 
Criminal Court. Naturally I asked why they 
did not include those cases in their report.” 


COLUMBIAN GUARDSSUDDENLY DROPPED 


They Resign to Secure Foss’ Reinstate- 
ment, but Col. Rice Lets Them Go, 

Mutiny broke out in the ranks of the Co- 
lumbian Guard yesterday morning and as a 
result thirty-eight of a totai force of seventy- 
one sent formal resignations to Col, Rice, 
who surprised the guards by promptly ac- 
cepting them. These resignaticas go into ef- 
fect this morning. ‘The trouble came about 
because of a promotion which was considered 
unfair. Company No. 4. and Company No. 1 
were consolidated yesterday morning. First 
Sergt. Foss of Company No. 4 is one of 
the oldest of the guards and it was natural to 
suppose he would continue to be Firet Ser- 
geant cf the consolidated company. Col. 
Rice, however, bad a different opinion in the 
matter and took Sergt. King from the patrol 
wagon, placed him in Foss’ place, and reduced 
Foss to a duty Sergeant. 

The men of Company No. 4 did not like the 
arrangement, and in a few minutes after the 
order had been promulgated there was muti- 
ny afoot. Several of the men were for in- 
stant action. Others wanted to go slow, and 
the outeomne was that thirtyzeight of the forty- 
one members of the company sent in their 
resignations. « 

There was, of course, a condition attached. 
This was that if Col. Rice would replace Foss 
the men would:retract their resignations and 
continue to be good guards.- Col. Rice 1s still 
supreme; so when the resignations came to 
him Col. Rice.merely smiledand said: ** Well, 
I guess we can get along without the boys. 
If they wish to resign I don’t care to ask them 
to stay.”’ 

Then some of the men saw they had made a 
mistake. They tried toexplain matters, but 
they did not succeed in changing Col. Rice’s 
mind. 

“ There are several good men in the lot that 
has resigned,” said Col. Rice. “*They have 
families, too, and the winter is not yet over, 
but if they want to quit the service | do not 
intend to prevent it, Sgme of the men real. 
ize now that they were led into taking a rash 
step, but itis too late. We are dismissing 
men every day anyhow, so this action merely 
means that we will be short of men fora few 
days, when matters will regulate themselves 
and the whole force will give way to South 
Park policemen.” 

Last night the janitors were pressed into 
service to help guard the buildings not in 
charge of the South Park police and today 
Col. Rice will arrange to get along with a 
reduced force.

NEW YORK STOCK BROKER SUSPENDED. 


T. H. Fisher Allures Customers by Prom- 
tses of 20 Per Cent Profit. 

New York, March 9.—[Special.)|—Tilman 
Hunt Fisher, a broker in the Consolidated 
Stock Exchange, has been suspended for 
alleged questionable business methods. He 
may not have another opportunity, it is said, 
to show himself on the floor of the Exchange 
again, for he is scheduled to appear 
before the committee on membership when 
even more rigid steps may be taken. 
His case is only one of several that it is be- 
lieved will be acted upon within the next few 
days. Leopold J. Werner, Chairman of the 
Consolidated Clearing-House committee, a 
few days ago reported to President Wilson 
that Fisher was conducting a peculiar sort of 
business and exhibited this advertisement 
from a Louisville newspaper: ‘‘ Wanted— 
Twenty per cent per month is what we are 
earning for our customers, Can you do bet- 
ter? Profits paid twice each month; money 
can be withdrawn any time; $20 to $100 
can be invested ; pays $4 to $20 each month; 
write for circulars.. Fisher & Co., bankers 
and brokers, No, 18 and 20 Broadway, New 
York, members Consolicated Stock Ex. 
change.”’ The rolls of the exchange showed 
no firm of that name, but there was a Tilman 
Hunt Fisher. 


CINCINNATI HILLSIDE STILL SLIPPING, 


Danger That an Immense Body of Earth 
Will Carry Houses to the River. 
Cincinnati, O., March 9.—([Special. ]—The 
big landslide on the south side of Price Hill 
is still slowly moving. The crevice is wid- 
ened to thirty feet, and fears are felt that the 
avalanche will let go and crash into the Ohio 
River. Several fine dwellings are in the line 
of danger and most of these have been va- 
cated. The hill at that point isatan angle 
of forty-five degrees, The slidé has moved 
over five feet in the last ten hours. The en- 
tire forest of trees that covered the hillside 
is slipping down in the valley, and this morn- 
ing they leaned overin a most threatening 
manner. Theslide was undoubtedly caused 
by the making of Elberon avenue, which winds 
around the hillin an immense curve. The 
upper side of the road was cut out of the hill. 
There was no piling or supports of any kind 
below this immense quantity of earth. The 
avenue, which cost the county $155,000, is 
practically ruined.

GETS HIS DEATH BLOW 


MIKE SULLIVAN LIES DYING AS A 
RESULT OF A BOXING CONTEST. 


He Is Knocked Out in the Second Round 
of a Bout in the Chicago Athletic Club 
by A. W. Crane—Furious Assault of the 
“ Victor ” Is Entirely Too Much for His 
Opponent Even in the FirsteDr, Sher- 
wood Pronounces the Chances for Life 
as Two tn a Hundred. 


Mike Sullivan, a railroad clerk who lives 
at No, 42 North Curtis street, lay dying in an 
operating chair in Dr. Sherwood’s office at 3 
o’clock this morning from injuries received 
four hours before in a ** boxing contest” with 
A. W. Crane at the Chicago Athletic club. He 
was suffering from concussion of the heart 
and lungs, and Dr. Sherwood said he had but 
two chances in 100 of recovery. 

The trial bouts of the first amateur cham- 
pionship boxing contest of the West brought 
500 spectators tothe “‘gym”’ of the Athletic 
club. Blood seemed to be what the majority 
wanted and they got it. The fighting was 
of the hard-hitting kind, and there was but 
one clean knock-out—the knock-out of Sulli- 
van by Crane. 


Crane Strikes Furioasly. 


The men are heavyweights, but when they 
entered the ring Crane, who is an old hand at 
the business, being master of ceremonies at 
Harry Gilmore’s arena, it looked as if he was 
at least ten pounds heavier than his opponent. 
He went at Sullivan furiously and landed a 
heavy body biow low. down with his right, 
following it up with a vicious upper cut with 
his left. Sullivan fell, like an ox 
beneath the ax i of a _—cbutcher. 
James F. Brennan, his second, rushed into the 
ring, picked up the prostrate man, and 
dragged him to his corner. He regained con- 
sciousness in a moment and in reply to a 
question of Referee Cornish as to how he felt, 
said he was all right. 

** You'd better not go on again,’ said Bren- 
nan, 
** Yes, I will,”’ retorted Sullivan. ‘I came 
here to fight and I’m going to fight.”’ 


Sullivan Rallies for the Second. 


The remainder of the first round was taken 
up with light sparring. When time was called 
for the second Sullivan did the best 
he could, but Crane simply hit him 
when and where he pleased, playing a perfect 
tattoo of blows over the unfortunate man’s 
heart. He stovd it fora little more than a 
minute and then Crane. catching him in the 
ribs with his left and on the point of the jaw 
with his right, Sullivan fell insensible in the 
ring. Brennan again carried him to his 
corner and Crane was announced the winner 
of the “ friendly set to.” 

It took nearly two minutes hard work to 
revive Sullivan. Then he was taken down- 
stairs, given a bath in tepid water, rubbed 
down, and dressed. He and Brennan started 
for home, coming down ' Madison street. 
When opposite Hannah & Hogg’s saloon 
Sullivan complained of not feeling ex- 
actly. right. Brennan. invited him to 
go in and have a_— drink, and 
j@st as Sullivan started to cross the street he 
threw up both hands, uttered a sound, partly 
groan and partly shriek, and fellinto the 
gutter. Brennan was by his sideinan in- 
stant and carried him into Buck & Rayner’s 
drug store. Simple remedies failed to revive the 
unfortunate man and he finally was carried 
up-stairs into Dr. Sherwood’s office. There he 
chair and all was

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rolled from side to side moaning. 
Trainer Brennan Talks. 

** Mike is a member of the Spalding Athletic 
club,” said Brennan, “ and I have been train- 
ing him for this fight for three’ weeks. We 
reached the club at 7:30, but it was 11:30 
before Mike’s turn came. It was too 
long a wait, and I tried to persaude 
him not to go on, but he said he had trained 
for the fight and was going through with it. 
I don’t want to say anything against the 
Athletic club, but it looked to me as if Crane 
was much too big for him. He just 
smothered poor Mike, and in two rounds 
beat him up awfully. His breast is a mass of 
bruises, the region over the heart being black 
and blue from the awful thumping he got.”’ 

Dr. Sherwood said: ** The man has received 
a sufficient blow to causea severe lesion of 
the heart, which anyhow would lastall his 
life. The probability is he will.die within 
twenty-four hours. He has marked and se- 
vere regurgitation, whichI regard as highly 
dangerous.” 

Four years ago Billy Brennan was killed in 
a soft-glove set-to at Battery D.

MR. ACKERMAN IS NOT TROUBLED, 


An opinion has been rendered by Attorney 
Levy Mayer which is adverse to Corporation 
Counsel Rubens’ views as to the right of the 


city to borrow money of banks and individ. * 


uals for the purpose of obtaining funds to 
meet payments due for labor, materials, and 
supplies. Mr. Mayer is the counsel of the 
American Trust and Savings Bank, one of 
the five institutions im which the city’s 
funds-are deposited. His opinion was 
written in response to a request from the 
bank. That request was the result of a letter 
from Mr. Ackerman in relation to borrowing 
money. 


* The City of Chicago had $100,000 of inter- 


est to meet Jan. 1 last. There was no money 
and Controller Ackerman arranged for the 
sum with the city’s depositories. The 
terms of the arrangement were substantiall y 
that the banks should carry the coupons until 
the city could pick them up. Mr. Ackerman 
has redeemed $60,000 and expects to take up 
the rest shortly. 
Anticipating Tax Receipts. 

About this time the question of anticipating 
tax receipts by borrowing became 
of interest to the city authori- 
ties. Corporation Counsel Rubens ° was 
asked to advise the Controller as to the city’s 
powers of borrowing money and paying in- 
terest on the loans. Mr. Rubens’ opinion has 
already been printed in Tuz Trrpune. It ap- 
pears, however, that the banks though not un- 
willing to lend the city were desirous of having 
the opinion of their own lawyers before acting. 
The American Trust and Savings Bank sent 
all the papers to Levy Mayer, and yesterday 
it received the following opinion from him: 

Dear Sir: You have submitted to us for an 
opinion the letter to you of Feb. 27 from Con- 
troller Ackerman, in which the latter endeavors 
to arrange forthe borrowing of “ considerable 
sums of money during the coming spring and 
summer in anticipation of tax receipts.” We 
have carefully considered the opinion of Corpor- 


ation Counsel Rubens rendered to the Controller =~ 


‘upon the matter in hand. Whate 
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vide that warrants maybe drawn and issued against 
and in anticipation of the collection of any taxes 
already levied by said authorities for the pay- 
ment cf the ordinary and necessary expenses of 
any such municipal corporation to the extent of 
75 per cent of the total amount of any said tax 
levy; provided that warrants drawn and issued 
under the provisions of this section shall show 
upon their face that they are payable solely 
from said taxes when collected, and not other- | 
wise, and shall be received by any collector of 


taxes in payment of the taxes against which they — 


are issued, and which taxes against which said 
warrants are drawn shall be set apart and held 
for their payment.” 


Limit of Indebtedness Reached. 


The City of Chicago has reached the limit of 
its indebtedness. It can neither directly nor in- 
directly by the issuance of warrants or otherwise 
increase its indebtedness!’ The contemplated’ 
warrants when issued cannot constitute a debt 
of the city nora claim nor demand against it. 
The warrants when drawn and issued can be paid 
only out of the taxes (when collected) against 
which said warrants are drawn. inte SiO. 

After a close examination of the statutes and 
decfSions, needless to be cited here, we have come 
to the following conclusions: 

1. Neither the Mayor nor the Controller has 
power to “provide that such warrants may be 
drawn and issued.” The statute provides “ that 
the proper authorities’? may so provide. Thé 
reading of the statute clearly demonstrates that 
“the proper authorities” has reference. to 
authorities which levy the tax. Those au 
ties are the City Council and the Mayor. 
other words, the provision to issue the warrants 
must have its origia in an ordinance duly passed. 

2. The language of the statute clearly shows 
that ‘‘ to meet and defray the ordinary and neces- 
sary expenses”’ the proper authorities may pro- 
vide for the issuance of the warrants in question 
“ for the payment of the ordinary and necessary 
expenses’ of the city. In other words, the war- 
rants 
to whom, and as and when “the ordinary 
“and necessary expenses” are incurred. In 
other words, it will not be safe for the city to 
issue such warrants, dispose of them to banks, 
and place the. proceeds thereof in the City 
Treasury. It is easily supposable that if such a 
course is pursued, by the time that the oppor- 
tunity rises to draw such proceeds large sums of 
money will already have been paid into the City 
Treasury by the collectors, derived from the 
taxes which are now being collected. It would 
then devolve upon the holder of such warrants to 
prove that the proceeds 
plied towards the payment of such “ ordinary and 
necessary expenses.” To make such proof would 
be difficult, and under easily supposable circum- 
stances utterly impossible. 

Cannot Pay Interest. 

3. We are of the opinion that the city cannot 
directly nor undertake to pay interest 
to you if you purchase from the city any of said 
warrants. Interest is the compensation reckoned 
by way of percentage forthe loan, use, or for- 
bearance of money. Thé warrants in question 
will not come within the definition justifying or 
authorizing the paymentof interest. Further- 
more, the city cannot pay or undertake to pay in- 
terest for money which, in contemplation of law, 
it does not receive. The statute authorizing the 
issuance of these warrants demonstrate. that 
they do not constitute a loan, use, or forbear- 
ance of money in any way.

TREATY WITH NICARAGUA DESIRED 


’ British Plans Might Be Checkmated Should 


a Convention Be Effected. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., March 9.—[Special.]— 
The Cleveland administration has a chance to 
rehabilitate its tattered foreign policy. While 
it is not desirable to act without, full informa- 
tion, the landing of thé British marines at 
Biuefields, Nicaragua, gives the opportunity 
for the United States to settle for all time its 
latter day interprellation of the Monroe doc- 
trine. The President might make a stroke 
for himself and for his administration by 
promptly negotiating a treaty with Nicaragua, 
modeled on the Frelinghuysen treaty of 1885. 
Under that treaty the United States proposed 
to build the Nicaragua Canal, and to build it 
under conditions which would have established 
forever its supremacy in the Southern 
continent. President Arthur was strong- 
ly impressed with the importance of 
such action, and was greatly disappointed 
when the treaty failed of ratification bya 
single vote. Judge Gresham, who was in 
Arthur’s Cabinet, may have worked some 
change in Mr. Cleveland’s mind. By the ne- 

otiation of a treaty with Nicaragua the 

Jnited States could end all collateral qués- 
tions. It is not thought desirable in any con- 
troversy that may arise with Great Britian to 
fall back on the Clayton-Bulwer treaty as a 
reason why England must not-seek to exercise 
any dominion over the Mosquito coast. The 
best interests of this country require that 
treaty to be treated as obsolete. As 
far back as 1881 Secretary Blaine 
directed Mini-ter Lowell to commudi- 
cate to the British Foreign Office 
the grounds on which the United States would 
consider the treaty obsolete. To fall back on 
it now would be for this country to acknowl- 
edge British interests in Central America as 
coequal with her own. It is possible that the 
conditions under which the English marines 
were landed at Bluefields was to protect the 
lives and property of British subjects instead 
of for the purpose of interfering between 
Nicaragua and the Mosquito Government, so 
called. Yet, it is also possible there has been 
the assertion of a British protectorate, as the 
first advices implied, and this is something 
the United States can never allow.

Hereafter the supplies wiil be 
shipped to Chicago, and from there distributed 
when needed by the Indian service. Speaking of 
the matter Secretary Smith said: “ The people 
of Chicagocan get anything that the natives of 
New York enjoy, so cantbe Indian service, and 
what is the use of going to Chicago to buy goods 
and having it shipped to New York, and them 
when the Indian needs it transport it via Chica- 
o tothe agencies? Chicago has everything that 
New York has, and itis foolish to maintain the 
_warehouse at the latter place and spend $50,000 
‘in transportation every year.”

SILVERHAIR ON TRIAL 


BAD DAY FOR THE DEFENSE IN POL- 
LARD-BREOKINRIDGE OASE. 


The Widow of Gov. Luke Blackburn and 
Others Tell of the Kentucky Congress- 
man’s Promises to Marry the Woman 
Who Sues Him to Recover Damages 


for His Failure te Keep His Word= 
The Court Room Crowded=The Plaint- 
iff Is Agitated, the Defendant Unmoved. 


Wasurveton, D. C., March 9.—[Special.}]— 
Women are not wanted at the Pollard-Breck- 
inrldge trial, and besides two friends of the 
plaintiff who accompanied\her today only 
two other members of the fair sex succeeded 
in obtaining seats within the railing adjacent 
to Judge Bradley’s chair. It was a good day 
for Miss Pollard, too, and when only three of 
her witnesses had testified one of the leadi 
attorneys of. the District bar temarked that it 
would be a good place to rest her case with 
the jury. Accessto the court-room is pretty 
difficult, and thé mejority of spectators 
are persons who happen to be acquainted with 
attachés of the Marshal’s office and thus gain 
entrance to the court-room. 

In thissame apartment Guiteau was tried, 
and in scanning the faces of the spectators to- 
day that famous case was recalled by the pres- 
ence of Leigh Robinson, who was one of the 
counsel assigned by Judge Cox for the de- 
fense of Garfield’s assassin. Another famous 
ease came to mind, too, when Jeremiah M, 
Wilson rose to speak in behalf of the plaintiff, 
foron a previous occasion, when the Star 
route conspirators were at the bar of justice, 
Mr. Wilson was numbered among the counsel 
for. the defense. 

Judge Bradley, who is hearing thig now 
celebrated breach of promise suit against the 
silver-haired Kentuckian, is ‘the youngest 
member of the district judiciary and is a resi- 
dent and native of the national capital. He 


is a son of a cashier of one of the oldest bank-. 


ing institutions in Washington and was raised 
a strict Presbyterian in the church where 
President Cleveland now attends worship. It 
is only a few hundred feet down Four and a 
Half street from the court-house to the First 
Presbyterian Church and Judge Bradley may 
be truly said to be sitting under the very 
eaves of the sanctuary in which he has been 
trained. 
Miss Pollard Is Nervoas. 

During the progress of the case today it #as 
noted that the plaintiff was inclined to be 
restless and nervous and at one time she in- 
terrupted the progress of examination by ejac- 
ulations which called forth a vehement pro- 
test from her counsel and companions, Con- 
gressman Breckinridge was an attentive lis- 
tener and when ex-Representative Phil Thom p- 
son was conducting cross-examinations he was 
frequently prompted by the silver-haired de- 
fendant. 

The trial was really commenced when Cal- 
deron Carlisle faced the jury and in deliberate 
conversational tones outlined the matters 
which the plaintiff would endeavor to prove. 
He contrasted the positions of the two dee 
one a man of family, of political prominence, 
high in the councils of the Presbyterian 
church, famous throughout the country as an 
orator: the other a friendless young Woman. 
Something was said about the legal aspects of 
the case. 

Then he began to read the declaration which 
was published in full when the suit was 
brought; how Col. Breckinridge had taken 
advantage of Miss Pollard’s youth when she 
was @ girl of 17 at the Wealavan Female 
Seminary and then further alleging that he 
was the father of her three children, that he 
had in the presence of credible witnesses 
promised to marry her, having previously 
made the premise to become her husband 
when his wife should die, that he had married 
instead Mrs. Louise Wing of Louisville; that 
Miss Pollard had endeavored to leave him 
and make a career for herself, but. had been 
persuaded to continue her former life because 
of her love for: him, 

During this reading Miss Pollard flushed 
crimson, She trembled violently and buried 
her face in a handkerchief. Col, Breckinridge 
chatted in a niatter-of-fact way with his law- 
yers. 

‘That, gentlemen,” Mr. Carlisle said, “is 
the story of my client. She does not tome 
here saying that she is devoid of fault or 
blame, but there is the promise of: marriage 
and its breach, the issue of this case.”’ 

Next Mr. Carlisle read the defendant’s an- 
swer denying all the material allegations in 
the complaint. 

Charges Against the Defendant. — 

Sketching briefly what would be proven in 
tire case Mr. Carlisle spoke of Miss Pollard as 
the daughter of a saddler, brilliant and always 
endeavoring to rise above her station. Hesaid 
that when she was a young girl John C. 
Rhodes, a man of means, but not of high po- 
sition, was attracted by her charms, offered 
to educate her if she would marry him, and 
she,a simple country girl, had signed an 
agreement to that effect. Afterward when 
Miss Pollard was in trouble, because Rhodes 
was pressing her to fultill her promise and 
because she, a country girl, believed he could 
invoke the law in his aid, she had written Mr. 
Breckinridge, asking his advise, aletter which 

“Was answered in person. 

Then, according to Mr. Carlisle, began a 
deliberately laid scheme to work the ruin of 
the girl under promises that when his wife 
died he would make her his wife. He had 
introduced her as his promised wife into the 
first families of the city. Under the law of 
the district there could be noxclaim for dam- 
ages on account of betrayal, but*the remedy, 
or rather what reparation could be made for 
a broken promise of marriage, the law guar- 
antees. 

Attorney Phil Thompson announced that 
the defendant’s opening statement would be 


_ reserved until the conclusion of the plaintiff’ s 


testimony. Then. Attorney Wilson, for the 
plaintiff, gomplained that certain books which 
had figured in the affidavits and were impor. 
itant to the case had been taken by the de. 
_fendant’s counsel and asked that they be re- 
turned to the plaintiff. Mr. Butterworth 
|read a notice which had been served on the 
defendant for the production of four volumes 
of Washington Irving given to Attorney Stoll 
at Cincinnati and insisted that a more definite 
description of the books should be given. 


Miss Pollard Becomes Hysterical, 


Just as Mr. Carlisle was rising toreply Miss 
Pollard broke out hysterically to her counsel, 
sobbing and making inarticulate exclama. 
tions, while the Sister of Charity and her 
attorneys endeavored to calm her. 

“They know what those books are,” said 
Mr. Wilson emphatically, “ and if they want. 
closer description I will say that they are the 
four volumes given them by Sister Augustine, 
from one of which ‘they took a Christmas 
card which -the defendant had placed in 
evidence.”’ 

Judge Bradley declared that if only four 
volumes had been taken from the Sisters the 


demand fora closer identification : must be 


untenable. 

Mrs. Julia C, Blackburn, widow of Gov, 
Luke Blackburn of Kentucky, was the first 
witness called, She testified that Good Fri- 
day, 1893, in the Portland Flats jn Washing- 
ton, Col, Breckinridge and Miss Pollard ‘ha 
called on her and had persisted in sending tot 
her three times when she had pleaded weari- 
ness. She was induced to receive then). Mrs. 
Blackburn spoke firmly and continued: 

* Col, Breckinridge said: ‘I have brought 
this young lady to ask for her your kind care 
and protection, for I expect that in the future 
she will bea great deal tome. As SOOR as a 
sufficient time after the death of my wife has 
elapsed I interid to marry her.’ Hesaid. ‘ You 
may consider this foolish.’ J replied that 
there was always risk in these things. He 
said, a am old enough to be her father. She 
is thirty-one years younger than I.’ On 
another occasion ‘he said, ‘I saw that you 
were greatly shocked at the announcement of 
my engagement.’ I replied, ‘ It seems to me 
a very poor return for all the devotion of your 
wife, who has so recently died.’ He replied, 
‘I will tell you what I never expected would 
pass my lips. I discovered recently what 
Miss Pollard’s feelings toward me were, and, 
as a man ot honor, I considered it my duty to 
offer to marry her.’ I said, ‘You certainly 
take a very high view of these things.’ ” 

Afterwards Col. Breckinridge had come to 
her asking her to allay Miss Pollard’s jeal- 
ousy. 

‘*I asked,”’ said Mrs. Blackburn, “ ‘have 
you given her any reason? He replied: 
‘On my honor asa gentleman I have not.’ 
Then I told him that Miss Pollard had come 
to me the day before, telling me of her fears.”’ 

Continuing, Mrs. Blackburn told how Mr. 
Breckinridge had denied when she tela him 
that he had no right to pay devoted attention 
to another woman that he had any affection 
fom Mrs. Wing, but thought it would be well 


fgf the report of his engagement to reach his | 


family, that they might become familiarized 
with the thought of becoming married. 

Mrs, Blackburn related how Pollard 
had once urged Mr. Breckin to fix the 
day for the marriage ; how he: said that 
cireumstances prevented it just then, but that 
he would fixa date and communicate it to 
Mrs. Blackburn, Going to his side Miss Pol. 
lard had laid her arm affectionately on Col. 
Breckiuridge’s shoulder, calling him “* Wil- 
lie’; that he had stroked her hand and patted 
it affectionately. Mrs. Blackburn had told 
Miss Pollard to go away and Col, Breckin- 
ridge said: “Let me have no more demon- 
strations here.” 

‘ Col. Thompson cross-examined Mrs. Black- 
urn. 

Mrs. Blackburn said the bearing of Miss 
Pollard upon social occasions had been that 
of a-lady. Mr. Thompson became mofe 
pressing in his inquiries regarding the feeling 
of Mrs. Blackburn for Miss Pollard and the 
witness replied that she felt a sorrow for any 
woman compelled to tight her own way in the 
world. With flashing eyes and facing the 
white-bearded Congressman she declared: 
** Just the sorrow I feel in being compelled to 
appear here, when, if I had the defense of a 
husband, it would have never been. neces- 
sar 39 


the witness, as he said, at Miss Pollard’s re- 
quest, to correct reports concerning Miss 

ollard and had then asserted that there could 
be no scandal! attached to Miss Pollard’s 
name since, foralong time after coming to 
Washington, she had remained in a convent. 


Examination on Immaterial Points. 


Mrs. Fillettee, the witness stated, had said 
Miss Pollard was forward, taking undue lib- 
erties in the houses of her friends, saying that 
Miss Pollard had invited Charles Dudley 
Warner to her (Mrs. Fiilettee’s) house with- 
out permission. Mr. Thoinpson proceeded 
to interrogate the witness as to whe had been 
present, according to Mrs. Fillettee’s story, 
during the visite of Charles Dudley Warner, 
whereupon Mr. Carlisle objected and Judge 
Bradley said: *‘I have been surprised that 
this examination has gone so far as it has, be- 
cause it is utterly immaterial.” 

Mrs, Blackburn was not made to contradict 
her direct testimony in any particular. To 
one of Col, Thompson’s cross-questions she 
retorted that he seemed to be trying to make 
her repeat unpleasant episodes merely to 
annoy her and declined to repeat them, the 
tears springing to her eyes. 

** Do you know what made him eome on 
that occasion?’ queried Mr. Thompson, the 
reference being to the second visit of Ccl. 
Breckinridge. . 

**Do I know what actuated Col. Breckin- 
ridge? No,’’ replied the lady most forcibly. 
When Miss Pollard came to tgll her of Col. 
Breckinridge’s attentions to Mrs. Wing Mrs. 
Blackburn advised her if she had any self-re- 
spect to drop him, that if he was determined 
to play the villain nothing Miss Pollard could 
say would prevent him. On his next visit 
Col, Breckinridge had declared “* sternly, em- 
phatically, and frequently ’’ that the stories of 
his attentions to other women were the work 
of miserable gossips. 

“Washes Her Hands” of Him. 


Mrs, Blackburn had extended to Miss Pol- 
lard more protection than she otherwise would 
because Col. Breckinridge had asked her to, 
and she ** believed him to bea gentleman.”’ 
In New York in May, 1893, Mrs. Blackburn 
had told Mr. Breckinridge that she washed 
her hands of him because he permitted Miss 
Pollard to follow him about. 

Miss Pollard had pleaded with her not to 
withdraw her protection, promisi to ex- 
plain matters in Washington, but in Washing- 
ton Mrs. Blackburn had received no explanu- 
tion and had told them that she was through 
with them. Previously she had protested 
against the frequent visits of Col. Breckin. 
ridge to Miss Pollard, tellmg him that he 
should guard her as he would his own child, 
and he had replied that she was too hard upon 
them, knowing them to be engaged. 

After the noon recess Miss Poilard seemed 
decidediy cheerful, smiling as she talked with 
her lawyers. Mrs. Blackburn returned to the 
witness stand and surveyed the audience 
through her lorgnette. Two telegrams which 
she had identified on direct examination were 
produced, They had been received by Mrs. 
Blackburn in April and May, 1893, both in- 
forming her of ** Madeline’s”’ address in New 
York, No. 7 East Thirty-first street and No. 
7 West Fifty-first street, the second saying 
that Madeline would meet her at the depot 
and signed by Col, Breckinridge. This fin- 
ished Mrs, Blackburn’s testimony. 

Defendant's Sister-in-Law Testifies. 


The second witness was Miss Mary Desha, 
the sister of Col. Breckinridge’s first wife, 
who said she first met Miss Pollard at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., in 1889, and next with Secretary 
and Mrs. Carlisle during the World’s ‘Fair. 
When.questions were asked concerning the 
first wife of Col. Breckinridge the defense ob- 
jected, saying that the marriage was not a 
dispute. 

‘* No cross-examination for her; she may 
stand aside,’’ said Col. Breckinridge. with a 
wave of his hand. 

Maj. Moore, Chief of Police of the District 
of Columbia, next took the stand. He was 
acquainted with both parties to the suit; first 
met Miss Pollard, accompanied by Col. 
Breckinridge, in his office May 13. 1893. 
He said: ** The door was suddenly thrown 
open when Col. Breckinridge came in closely 
followed by a lady. Hesaid that he might 
have to ask my protection, as the lady had 
threatened his life. She demanded that he 
should promise to marry her, seemed much 
excited, demanded that heshould name a day. 
He named May 31, 1893; said he would 
marry her then if Providence spared his life. 
When he started to explain the trouble be- 
tween them she put her hand on his shoulder 
and dissuaded him. She was much excited. 
He was cool,”’ 

May 17 in the witness’ office Col. Breckin- 
ridge had told him Miss Pollard’s condition, 
admitting his responsibility. and said he in- 
tended to marry her. “ He asked me to wit- 
ness his determination. We three clasped 
hands. It was an impressive scene,’’ said the 
Major. 

Madeline’s Threat ot Shoot. 

Miss Pollard had drawn from her bosom -a 
revolver, declaring that if she had occasion to 
do so she would use it upon herself and him. 

Maj, Moore said he had received four com- 
munications from Col. Breckinridge and the 
defendant admitted having sent them. They 
complained that Miss Pollard was spreading 
scandalous reports about him and asked Ma), 
Moore to help prevent scandal. 

Dr. N.S. Lincoln testitied that Col. Breck- 
inridge had breught Miss Pollard to him in 
May, 1893, representing that she needed at- 
tentien, as she was unreasonably jealous and 
exceedingly nervous. Her delicate condition 
had been referred to, and Dr. Lincoln testi- 
fied that he had said that one or two other 
professions were required in her case. 

The examination of that witness. was brief, 
and at its conclusion, 3 o'clock having ar- 
rived, the court adjourned. 

The case will, be resumed Monday. 

PvErn.o, Cola., March 9.—Sister Cecilia of 
the Sisters’ Hospital has gone to Washing- 
ton to give testimony in the Pollard-Breck- 
inridge case.

INCOME TAX TO STAY. 


IT HAS, AS ALLEGED, A SAFE MA- 
JORITY IN THE SENATE. 


Certain Millionaires Are to Vote for the 
Pernicious Scheme for Demagogic Pur- 
poses=Spite Against Hawaii Is Shown— 
Republicans to, Make Thetr Main Fight 
on the Wool Schedules=E ¢ Tin- 
plate Mills to ClosemAnother Western 
Canal Is Projected, 


Wasutnatonr, D, C., March 9.—[Special, }— 
Nobody wanted to talk tariff today. The re- 
action from the strain of the last few weeks 
was too great. Among the Democrats the 
opinion still prevails that the bill having been 
modeled after McKinley’s abused measure, 
except as to ad valorem duties, will ultimately 
secure the party majority and be passed. To 
pass it means destruction but not to pass it 
means annihilation. The kickers themselves 
talked mysteriously, as they have right along, 
but it was noticeable that they pretended to 
rest their objections to the bill on the income 
tax instead of on its failure to do all they 
demanded for their local industries. It is a 
waste of time speculating on the income tax 
hereafter cutting any figure in the bill. It 
will be képt in by a safe majority and will 
have the votes of some of the millionaires 
whose money landed them in the Senate. 
They will do this in order to win some dema- 
gogic popularity. 

As for the schedules, the n.ajorityin the 
Finance committee may make some further 
changes before the bill is brought into the 
Senate, but these will not be vital. Itisa 
curious thing that there should be a cuckoo 
echo of the administration’s resentment 
against Hawaii in tariff legislation. The 
cuckoos on the Finance committee direct the 
President to give notice to Hawaii of the in- 
tention to abrogate the reciprocity treaty. 
Such a course will give great delight to the 
sugar trust. 

Another Spiteful Example, 

A more petty exhibition of spite is found in 
the transfer of banana and pineapples to the 
dutiable list. These have been free for a long 
time. Besides sugar they are the only product 
which Hawaii exportsto the United States. 
Pineapples and bananas are not raised in Cal- 
ifornia to any extent. Nevertheless the 
cuckoo majority on the committee transferred 
these products to the dutiable list at an ad 
valorem rate of 20 per cent. 

The Republican members of the Finance 
committee are waiting for the Treasury ex- 
perts to prepare the tables of estimated rev- 
enues from the amended bill. They will want 
to know why an economical administration 
wants to produce such a redundant revenue 
and create a surplus against which it_ has al- 
ways raved. With the income tax broadened 
and with sugar made dutiabie at a higher rate 
than is necessary some very pointed questions 
will be asked as to why the majority gave 
whisky another lift by bringing it up to $1.10 
a gallon. The Republican members will also 
make a searching analysis of the effect of the 
proposed change from specific to ad valorem 
duties. 

Their main fight, however, will be on wool. 
They will insist that it is the duty of the Sen- 
ate to construct a harmonious and ¢ymmetri- 
cal bill. Inasmuch as the Democratic prop- 
osition as to free raw materials has been 
abandoned, except as to wool, the Republican 
— will demand a duty for that arti- 
cle.

Hf they get it, the destruction to the woolen 
industry, which is now inevitable under the 
schedules of Wilson and of Voorhees, may be 
avoided. With a duty on wool, these sched- 
ules may have to be revised upward. The 
free trade Democrats in the Senate recognize 
how incongruous their position is, and they 
are not so much out of sympathy with the 
Républican plan of campaign. 

Some of the Republican Senators express 
the opinion that if the bill cannot be recom- 
mitted it may be possible to delay its passage 
until next fall and possibly force. it over until 
the next session of Congress. Coupled with 
this statement is an assertion that some of the 
Democratic Senators would not be unwilling 
to have it suffer this fate. Senator Hill will 
fight the income tax and other provisions. He 
said today as he was opening his mail: ** Oc- 
casionally you find a man who does not con- 
sider the bill perfect.”

Worse than Before. 

Prrrssura. Pa., March 9.—[Special.]—In 
the opinion of Pittsburg manufacturers the 
Senate amendments to the Wilson tariff 
measure have made the bill worse than it was 
before. W.C. Cronemeyér, President of the 
United States Iron and Tinplate company, 
said today the nfills inanufacturing tinplate 
will shut down at once, as the reduction of 
tariff that forces them out of business will go 
into effect July 1. The busy season is in Oc 
tober,when fruits‘ and vegetables are ready to 
be canned. The canning establishments are 
withholding their spring and summer orders 
until the tariff is reduced on tin. He 
said a big consignment of Welsh 
tin arrived at Baltimore this week and 
is waiting to get in under the reduction. 


Many orders have been countermanded since |

Joseph D. Weeks, the statistician and 
publisher of a manufacturers’ paper, said the 
Senate has made a ridiculous blunder, The 
duty on sugar and wool will be acceptable to 
the farmers. but the manufacturers will not 
be satisfied.

ANOTHER WESTERN CANAL PROPOSED 
It Is to Connect Lake Superior with the 
Mississippi River. 

Wasutnatox, D.C., March 9.—The most 
important project submitted at today’s meet- 
ing of the River and Harbor committee was a 
new one urged by Representative Keifer of 
Minnesota for the survey of a canal route con- 
necting Lake Superior with the Mississippi 
River. It is proposed by this plan to utilize 
the small streams at the source of the Miasis- 
sippi as connecting links ina canal joining 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence with the Mississippi. 
Mr. Keifer has letters from the United States 
ewzineer officer stationed at St. Paul stating 
fhat the pian is entirely feasible. A private 
corporation has also been organized at Duluth 
to undertake the work. The projected canal 
is to have a width of 120 feet and a depth of 
twenty feet. It is also urged that it could be 
utilized to store the upper waters of the Mis-.

BEGINS POLICE INVESTIGATION. 


Special Senate Committee Starts Its Work 
in' New York. 

New York, March 9:—[Special.]—After 
much delay the special committee represent- 
ing the State Senate began its work of inves- 

_tigating the Police Department of this city 
today. William A. Sutherland appeared as 
counsel for the committee and in an intro- 
ductory speech made a strong plea in extenu- 
ation of the committee’s decision to begin 
with the political end of the inquiry. His sub- 
stantial point was that the basis of all the 
lawis the election, and therefore that the 
most important part of the inquiry ‘is that 
which relates to the conduct of the police in 
Delancey Nicoll 
#@ counsel for. the Police Depart- 
ment, and to him were accorded all the priv- 
ileges. customary in inquiries of this kind. 
The witnesses examined today were few and 
unimportant so far as their testimony went. 
It touched sins of omission rather than sins 
of commission. Senator O’Connor on the 
one side and Senator Cantor on the other 
manifested a considerable capacity for irrita- 
tion, while: Senator Bradley manifested a 
praiseworthy purpose to get at the truth and 
to hold the scales of justice resolutely even. 
Throughout the session of the committee 
held today it was apparent that the whole 
scope of the investigation was directed nom- 
inally toward exposing the partisan activity 
of the police at election time, but practically 
toward the accumulation of evidence de- 


signed to further Mr. Piatt’s scheme for the } 


awe of a bill calling for the creation of a 
ipartisan police board. The committee has 
frankly taken the ground that the people of 
the State are interested only in a minor de- 
gree in the genera! charges of corruption 
against the police, but that they are deeply 
interested in whatever pertains tothe partisan 
activity of the police at the polls. 
Senator Lexow said that he had not received 
the letter to him by Mr. Goff several days 
ago, and that he did not know whether Mr.

CITY’S CLEANLINESS AT STAKE. ™ 


The Board of Health Will Work Against 
the Soft'Coal Bill. 
New York, March 9.—[Special.]—The 
Board of Health has again taken a decided 
stand in the direction of preserving the clean- 
liness of the city and the health of its inhab- 
itants. It hasall along held that soft coal 
shall not be used in the city unless the user 
prevents the soft, sooty smoke from escaping, 
and now it has taken action which will proba- 
bly kill a bill introduced in the State Senate 
by which the use of such coal is permitted. 
The bill was introduced by Senator Childs 
“by request.” It is entitled ‘*An act 
to prevent contamination of the atmosphere 
by restricting the use of bituminous coal in 
tities of more than 300,000 inhabitants and 
Poviding the penalty for violation thereof.”’ 
bill is so ingeniously constructed that in- 
stead of prohibitmg the use of soft coal it 
really allows itto be used. ‘‘ That bill, if 
passed,” said President Wilson of the Board 
of Health, ** would simply legislate our board 
out of office as far as such nuisances are con- 
cerned, and would also result im casting a 
horrible pall of black smoke over this city. 
_+herefore we have taken some pains to bring 
about the defeat of the biil, which is now be- 
fore the Committee on Cities. We are mak- 
thg a strong effort to have the bill killed.”’

Other Amendments Made. 


When the Senate cenvened this morning the 
Cheshire amendment to prevent treating was 
under consideration. It was carried by a vote 
of 20 to 12, the Senators voting in the nega- 
tive being Boardman, Brown, Carpenter, 
Craig, Ellis, Funk, Garst. Harmon, Jamison, 
Lehfeldt, Upton, and Waterman. 

Amendments prohibiting seats or music in 
the rooms occupied as saloons were carried, 
and then Finn offered an amendment that no 
saloon shall be located within 400 feet of any 
home without the consent of the people living 
therein. This was lost by a vote of 12 to 13. 
An amendment by Cheshire was passed pro- 
hibiting saloons in basements or above the 
ground floor. 

The discussion of the reconsideration of the 
vote by which the amendment by Senator 
Phelps striking out the provision for the sale 


of spirituous liquors was passed was contin- 
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ued until] the hour for adjournment. 

In the House this morning the discussion of 
the Democratic bill was resumed and Repre- 
sentatives Barker, Miller of Lee, and Mcf'ann 
spoke in favor of it and Representative 
Klemme (Rep.) opposed it and said he was in 
favor of the Carpenter Senate bill. The 
vote on the motion to substitute the Dem- 
ocratic bill was then taken and _ the 
motion was lost by a vote of 23 yeas, 67 
nays. The Demoeratic members all voted 
for the motion, and also Representatives 
Root, Dawson, and Morris of Sioux, Repub- 
licans. Representativé Miller of Lee was 
paired with Allen (Rep.). The following Re- 
publicans were absent or not voting and un- 
paired: Burnquist, Chassell, Hinman, Hor- 
ton, Smith, -Young of Calhoun. 

The House bill was then taken up for con- 
sideration section by section. Only slight 
amendments were made until the fifteenth 
section was reached, which makes it the duty 
of the Executive Council to see that the pro- 
visions of the act are enforced, and gives 
them the right to suspend or remove from 
office any officer charged with its enforce- 
ment) who fails to do his duty. 
On motion of Mr. Byers this section was 
stricken out and another inserted making it 
the duty of the County Attorney to see that 
the law is enforced and making it the duty of 
the District Ceurt-to suspend or remove offi- 
cers who fail to do their duty. 

The Real Fight on the House Bill. 

When Sec. 16 was \reached the real fight 
on the bill began. This section provides that 
nothing in the act shall be construed as mean- 
ing that the business of retailing intoxicating 
liquors is legalized or licensed and that none 
of its provisions are to be considered as pro- 
tecting the wrongdoer from any of the penal- 
ties now provided by law ** except that on con- 
ditions hereafter provided certain penalties 
may be suspended.’ Mr. Harriman- moved 
to strike out the clause quoted above and 
said that he intended if this amendment car- 
ried to move that all the sections of the bill 
from No. 16 to No. 24 be stricken out. The 
sections referred toare the ones providing 
that the payment of the mulct tax under cer- 
tain conditions shall operate as a bar to pro- 
ceedings against the person paying the tax for 
the period covered by the amount paid. In 
support of his amendment Mr. Harriman said 
that if adopted 1t would make the biil a simple 
mulct measure without any provision to legal- 
ize the traftic. It is thought the amendment 
will be defeated, and the belief is growing that 
the bill will eventually pass the House. 

During the discussion Farmer Wheeler, ex- 
Republican candidate for Governor, was 
preseut. He was asked what he thought the 
Legislature should do in this matter, and 
said: 

‘*The Legislature will undoubtedly pass 
some mieasure that is consistent with the 
pledges of the platform. This is its duty, 
and my knowledge of the Republicans of 
Iowa leads me to believe that. they will not 
shirk it. The mulct system I do not under- 
stand and am not familiar with any of the 
bills that have been introduced in this line. 
The thirteenth plank meant local option— 
that’ is, county option—which will give the 
‘wet’ districts a chance to control tae traf- 
fic, but will yet keep the salobon out of the 
portions of the State where the present pro- 
hibitory law is enforced. This will carry out 
the pledges of the party.”’ 

Spencer Smith, formerly Railroad Commis- 
sioner, and who in the-convention fast August 
led the opposition to the movement to strike 
out the concluding clause of the thirteenth 
plank, was asked what that plank was intended 
to mean. He said that it meant local option 
pure and simple. ‘*‘A mulct law,”’ he con- 
tinued, “‘isa subterfuge. No one'in Iowa 
ever heard of a'nsulct'law until this fall. A 
law of this character would in my opinion 
add 1,000 saloons to lowa. It wouid let them 
into districts where at present ‘they are kept 
out, and would increase the number in the 
cities.. On the other hand, local option 
would reduce the number of illegal saloons 
already existing in the larger cities by (fully 
one-half and would keep them out of the 
country districts.”’ — 

He favored the bill that was prepared by 
the Republicans of the cities whicn would 
prevent the establishing of saloons in cities of 
less than 5,000 inhabitants. He thought the 
Legislature would pass some measure that 
would carry out the pledges of the party. 

Among the committee reports today was 
one in the House from the Committee on 
Pardons approving the pardon of Frederick 
Macwhirter. 


PREVENTS CALLING OUT MILITIA, 


Gov. Waite Enjoined by a District Judge 
History of the Trouble, 

Denver, Colo., March. 9.—[Special.]—The 
continuous wrangling in the city government 
is due principally to the existence of two fac- 
tions in the Republican party, one of which 
is for the return of Senator Wolcott next fall 
and the other opposed to him, Half the A'der- 
men are Democrats, and naturally do their 
best to keep the Republicans fighting.

The anti-Stevens men control the Re- 
pubsican County committee and all the coun-

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for it. Feeling has turned in favor of 
the new board on its announcement 
that Fire Chief Julius Pease, an old Chica- 
goap, and most of his men will be retained, 
and that ex-Chief of Police Farley will be re- 
appointed. Farley isa Catholic and his ap- 
pointment as Commissioner of Inspection was 
the cause of the A. P. A. war on Stevens and 
the Mayor. Wolcott’s telegram to the Repub- 
lican bolters is held to commit him to the A, 
P. A. Teller also indorsed the bolters. The 
Governor will decide on further action to- 
morrow. 

The iegitimacy of the actions of the 
legislative session called by Gov. Waite was 
questioned in the Supreme Court this morn- 
ing when Judge Benedict opened the case on 
the bill appointing a public trustee to sefve 
three years. It was contended the Legisla- 
ture had gone beyond the exact letter of the 
Governor’s recommendations, had exceeded 
its authority, and theretore’rendered invalid 
all measures enacted. The court took the 
matter under advisement so far as specific 
bills were involved, but enunciated the fact 
that acts of the session in general were legal 
and ‘binding if not in conflict with unrepealed 
sections.

DEATH BY POISON AND BY BULLET. 


Suicide of Two Women at the Capital—A 
Veteran’s Ghastly Work. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 9.—There has 
been an epidemic of suicides in Washington 
this week. Tuesday a woman formerly in 
good circumstances who had been reduced to 
poverty was found dead in her boarding- 
house, having taken poison and.turned on the 
gas. Wednesday Miss Kengla, belonging to 
one of the first families. whose mind has been 
unbalanced, killed herself at her home with a 
shotgun. Thursday’s case was furnished by a 
veteran of the army, John Vangilder, who 
cut his throat with a razor after trying to kiil 
hisdandlady. He is still alive. Hehad been 
an inmate of the soldiers’ home, from which 
he was discharged on account of dissipation. 
This morning he went tothe house of Mrs. 
Kline, where he had boarded. He was under 
the influence of liquor and secreted himself 
near the door after she had ordered him away. 
As she came out he dealt her a blow which 
felled her. Then he cut her badly on ‘the 
cheek witha razor and went up-stairs. A 
servant found him in bed there with a ghastly 
cut across his throat. He was taken to the 
Emergency Hospital, and if he recovers will 
be tried for attempted murder. 


POPE MAY REMOVE BAN OF THE CHURCH 


Decision Regarding Odd-Fellows and 


Knights of Pythias Expected Soon. 

Bautimorse, Md., March 9.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons is in daily expectation of a decision 
from Romein regard to the removal of the 
ban of the church from the orders of Odd-

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HOPKINS STANDS BY THE POLIQE. 


He Is Devising Means to Keep the Pro- 
setibed 272. 

The Mayor next Monday night will veto the 
item in the appropriation bill establishing 
the nuipber of first-class police patrolmen. 
This item as passed by the Council fails to 
make provision for the payment of 272 police 
patrolmen who are now on duty, it being the 
intention of those who voted for the passage 
of the budget to drop these men. The Mayor 
thinks the city needs their services and means 
to find some way to retain them. For years 
the city has been lending its policemen to 
theaters, to the managers of balls, dances, 
‘and other entertainments, to the managers of 
horse races, and to railroad companies to 
guard crossings. It was contemplated that 
for every man so used by a private 
individual or corporation the city shouid re- 
ceive $2 a day. vn some cases this was paid, 
but certain of those-borrowing policemen had 
influence with the inspectors or Captains who 
made the detail and the city received nothing. 
Last year the total amount received from this 
source was but $30,000, and it is estimated 
no great part of the money due was collected. 


lice officer so used shall be paid for at-the full 
rate. Itis estimated the revenues can be In- 
creased by $50,000. This amount. will pay 
for the services of fifty first-class patrolmen 
for the year, and save dismissing that many 
men. The total of such revenue will pay the 
salaries of eighty men.

After they have served 
a time there they will be better fitted’ for 
police duty.” ' 

The near approach of the time when the 
Mayor will return the appropriation bill to 
the Council has increased interest as to what 
Police Inspectors are to be dropped. Chief 
Brennan said yesterday he knew nothing of 
who the unfortunates would be. The gossips 
have picked upon Inspector Fitzpatrick, but 
can go no further. The Mayor has said -he 
swould prefer to retire a man entitled to a 
pension to reducing any one. Laughlin, 
Schaack, and Lewis are eligible to retirement 
on pensions. Itis certain, too, they never 
could be retired and draw larger pen- 
sions than now, for the amount given retired 
officers is half the salary paid them at the 
time of their retirement. 


CONTRACT CLEANING BEGINS APRIL 1, 


How Chicago Streets and Alleys Are to Be 
Pat in Better Condition. 

Mayor Hopkins and Supt. Schofield of the 
Bureau of Street and Alley Cleaning were in 
consultation yesterday over the form of the 
advertisement for bids for cleaning alleys by 
contract. The advertisement provides for a 
daily cleaning of all the alleys of the First 
Ward, two cleanings a week for all the alleys 
of the Twenty-fifth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty- 
eighth, and Thirty-fourth, the outlying wards 
in which the amount of garbage is not so 
great, and a cleaning three times a week in 
all the other wards. It is possible the Mayoi 
may reduce this to two cleanimgs a week in all 
wards, as the appropriation may not be suf- 
ficient to stand three trips a week in most of 
the wards. It is the plan now to have 
contracts for both street and alley clean- 
ing let before April 1, when the work 
under contract will be started. Beginning 
March 16, Supt. Schofield desires to put ona 
full force of men to give the alleys a good 
scouring before the contractors take ‘hold. 
All centraets.for alley cleaning are to be let 
by wards and no one man may have more 
than one ward. When the contract work is 
started Supt. Schofield will dismiss the great- 
er part of his present force. He will remove 
to the City Hall, saving $2,100 a year in rent. 
The present intention is to place City Sealer 
Burke in the oftice now occupied by Inspector 
Fitzpatrick and give Supt. Schofield the 
rooms now occupied by Mr. Burke. The City 
Sealer does not like this arrangement.

COMPLAINT AGAINST HARBORMASTER 


Boatmen Say He Is Dickering in Dock 
, Rents to Their Injury. 

Complaint is made by river men that Har- 
bormaster Sullivan has been impeding traffic 
in the stream by farming out dock privileges 
in such a way that at places the river has been 
almost blocked. It is said he has dickered in 
dock rents, has allowed the river to be block- 
aded, has imperiled vessels intransit by al- 
lowing boats to lie all winter almost in the 
middle of the stream and in such a way as 
to almost close the draws at the bridges, and 
has discriminated against the interests he has 
taken an oath to protect. It is alleged he has 
done all this to get a little money into his own 
pockets. The junior member of the firm of 
J.J. Rardon & Co., which has a vessel tied to 
the piles of one of the bridges and which is 
lying almost in midstream, is quoted as say- 
ing he had to pay Mr. Sullivan for the privi- 
lege to get any place at which to tie the ves- 
sel up for the winter. It is said the river. is 
blocked with boats for almost its entire 
length, The Mayor’s attention has been called 
to this matter and he will investigate. 


TO SEND FOR SMALLPOX PATIENTS, 


Adjoining States Make a Request of the 
County Board. 

Several letters were read to the County 
Commissioners yesterday from persons living 
in adjoining States, which stated that small- 
pox patients, said to have originally come 
from Chicago, were living in-various counties 
at considerable expense to them. Each letter 
contained a request that the smallpox patients 
be sent for. An announcement was made 
that two trained nurses had been appointed 
as attendants at the Detention Hospital in 
place of Misses Scott and Shine, who had 
been guspended. A motion was carried that 
the position of matron at the Detention Hos- 
pital be abolished and a night clerk be ap- 
pointed at the salary heretofore paid the 
matron. Commissivoner Cogswell was given 
the right to appoint the night clerk.

ROCHE TAKES CHARGE 


LAKE. STREET ‘“L” FORMALLY 
TRANSFERRED TO ITS OWNERS. 


Contracters. Underwood & Green Meet with 
the Directors of the Road—Six Miles of 
Track Completed 
Route of the Proposed Northwestern 
Outlined to Commissioner. Jones=— 
Stock-Yards People Discuss Extension 
of the Alley Elevated. | 


The Lake Street Elevated railroad was 
formally turned over to its owners yesterday 
afternoon. Contractors Underwood & Green 
were called into a directors’ meeting at 3 
o’clock to make the transfer, which, on _ be- 
half of the company; was accepted by Presi- 
dent John A. Roche. An official statement 
was submitted by the contractors showing 
that six miles of road have been completed 
entirely ana well equipped. 

President Roche will take charge as ‘chief 
guiding spirit of the property this morning. 
When seen after the meeting he said: 

‘* Yes, we have agreed to take the road and 
are now adjusting such detail’matters as are 
necessary to consummate the formal transfer 
from Underwood & Green to the company, 
and tomorrow mornigg I shall assume con- 
trol of the road. I feel free to say that they 
have delivered to usa piece of work that in 
every respect is satisfactory aud will bear 
close inspection. We also accepted all the 
contracts now under way and will proceed at 
once to carry them out.”’ 

Will Extend to the Northwest. 

The principal contract turned over and the 
one that will be put through first has refer- 
ence to what is called the Northwest exten- 
sion, four miles in length, as at present pro- 
jected, and running from some point on the 
main line west of Ashland avenue and toward 
and probably beyond Humboldt Park. Suits 
condemning a great deal of the property that 
could not be purchased along the line were 
filed in the courts yesterday. 

President Roche said it was the intention 
of the company to go right ahead with the 
construction of this branch line and to com- 
plete four miles of track as rapidly as the 
work could be done. Regarding the building 
of an extension east on Lake street from the 
river to Wabash avenue he had this to say: 

‘* We are anxious to make that extension if 
the property-owners will give their consent, 
Sentiment along the street is changing 
in our favor and I believe it will not be long 
until we have the consent of the owners of 
frontage along the streét. We areanxious to 
get across and meet the Alley **L” either at 
Wabash avenue and Lake street, or at some 
other convenient street junction where the 
two systems ean make a connection and give 
the people a continuous ride back and iorth 
between the South and West Sides. 

Their Eyes on Mr. Yerkes’ Territory. 

“We are doing some quiet preliminary 
work toward the eventual construction of a 
North Side line. Mr. Yerkes has not driven 


fears that he will be able to do so,”’ 

‘“* As an indication that the West Side peo- 
ple are with us,’’ said Mr. Underwood, “it is 
only necessary to refer to the increase in our 
patronage. It has been ‘growing steadily, 
until today’s business was the largest with one 
exception. and that was the day of the bliz- 
zard, in the history of the road. The record 
of passengers carried this week between cer- 
tain hours of each day makes the following 
showing: Monday, 10,000; Tuesday, 10,- 
200; Wednesday, 10,400; Thursday, 10, 
500; and Friday, over 11,000.” 


ROUTE OF THE PROPOSED “L” ROAD. 


Promoters of the Northwestern File a 
Plan with Commissioner Jones. 

D. H. Louderback and Ald, Sexton yester- 
day filed with the Commissioner of Public 
Works the plan of the route proposed to be 
followed by the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road. 

Under this plan the line is projected to start 
at the west line of Wabash avenue, between 
Monroe and Madison streets, and extend

Officials of the Alley “L” Meet Those Who 
Desire the Line Built. 

L. B. Doud, Jesse Sherwood, President 
Brintnall of the Drovers’ National Bank, and 
Mr. Wilson, the committee appointed by the 
Live Stock Exchange to confer with the Alley 
“L” officials in reference to an extension to 
the Union Stock-Yards, yesterday afternoon 
met President Hopkins, General Counsel 
Gurley, and Director Champlin at the com- 
pany’s office. An informal ta!k lasting an 
hour took place. The chief subject consid- 
ered, it was giverout, was the feasibility of 
the road obtaining a right of way to the yards 
without expense. 

The officials wanted to know whether prop- 
erty-owners would undertake to secure con- 
sents to a structure ina street without ccst 
to the company. Several routes were talked 
about, but no conclusions were reached, An- 
other meeting will be held soon. A director 
oftheAlley* L”’ said: — 

‘* We want to go to the Stock-Yards and it 
now looks as though we would do so. Several 
points are yet to be settled. and we want con- 
siderable information from ‘the Stock-Yards 
people as to their intentions. Every railroad 
wants a little help these times in making ex- 
tensions, As I have said, the prospect is en- 
couraging.”’ 


New “L” Will Use Steam. 

The Metropolitan “‘L"’ managers said yester- 
day they were no nearer the point of reaching an 
agreement to use electricity on their system than 
when the proposition first was made to them. 
The engines will be operated with steam unless 
unexpected developments are made in the electric 
appliance within the next few days. 


WILL’STIR UP HOSTILITY IN CHINA. 


Returned Missionary Talks of the Effects 
of the Exclusion Act, 

The Rev. Gilbert Reid, a Presbyterian re- 
turned missionary from China, said yester- 
day: ‘Considering the danger which is al- 
ways present in China of stirring up hostility 
to foreigners, I consider that any unfriendly 
act on the part of our country would tend to 
sour the leading men of the Imperial Govern- 
ment and make them less inclined to aid or 

_ befriend an American in China, be he mis- 
sionary or merchant. The ones to watch in 
China are the leaders, and if they are set 
against us the masses will be the same, 
though ignorant of the exact cause. 
The strong probability is that Chinamen who 
desire to remain here will take out certificates 
of identification and probably try to secure as 
many as they can, while those who want to 
return to their native land and have not felt 
like spending the money, will not register, 
but wait for the United States to deport them 

' at the expense of our government. 

The Chinese Emperor and his Minister are 

certainly and rightly offended because we dis- 

criminate against a man, not because heis a 

highbinder, a contract laborer, a murderer, 
or a thief, but simply because he is a China- 
man. 

‘* There was only one Chinaman present at 
the Religious Parliament, and he is such a 
sensible man and was so cordially received 
that he will be more inclined to speak well of 
Christianity than adversely. The main prin- 
ciples which governed in the Parliament of 
Religions should rule in all missionary work, 
that is conciliation in the attitude of one re- 
ligion to another, the willingness to see that 
which is good in a fellow-man orf his religious 
tenets. That certainly is the spirit ot the best 
missionaries in China today.”

It is not druwn toa scale and simply shows 
in a general way that the road will take a cer- 
tain route if the promoters can secure the 
right of way. The plan does not show that 
the company intends skirting the alleys or 
whether it intends going through the middle 
of blocks. The Commissioner does not be- 
lieve the plan meets the intention of the or- 
dinance, but he has sent it to the City En- 
gineer to see whether that official can make 
anything out of it.

'PROTESTS BY JUDGES. 


COUNTY BOARD OOMMITTEE I8 TOLD 
OF THE DANGERS. 


Settling of Walls Threatens to Cause the 
Falling of the Ceilings in Many Third 
Floor Rooms, Which the Architect 
Asks to Have Vacated for Fear of Col- 
lapse=Poor Ventilation Alleged by the 
JusticesePlank Ceilings Will Be Put 
In to Protect the People. 


Judges Kohlsaat, Ewing, Horton, and Stein 
went before the Public Service committee of 
the County Board yesterday and asked for 
new quarters or the repairing of the court- 
rooms. They declared their quarters to be 
unsafe and unfit for occupancy. 

They also presented a protest signed by 
twenty-two Judges, who asked immediate ac- 
tion. Judge Ewing favored a new court- 
house. Judge Horton wanted the board to 
buy the city’s rights to the entire building. 
Commissioner Struckman said it would take 
$5,000,000 to do this, and finally it was de- 
cided to construct plank ceilings, and in this 
way protect those having business in the 
court-rooms. Before the committee talked to 
the board County Architect Morey, as an ex- 
pert, submitted his report, as follows: 

‘* Having been engaged as expert to exam- 
ine the floor, arches, and walls adjoining the 
south inside wall of the Court-House I have 
made a careful inspection of the iron beams 
and tile arches in the several adjoining rooms, 
The wali forming the southern partition of 
Rooms 406-407 and the rooms below on the 
third floor has settled to a considerable ex- 
tent, and asa result the cornices in the ad- 
joining rooms have been loosened from their 
bearings, and itis only a matter of a short 
time before they will fall. In Room 
407 the iron floor beams have been 
sprung, leaving the tile arch without bearings, 
and the further settlement of the wall will 
precipitate the arch to the floor below. The 
mae condition exists in the roof beams and 
arches, ) 

‘** Too much care could not be taken in re- 
moving the floors and concrete above these 
beams and arches, so I have removed small 
sections only in the various rooms to avoid 
dislodgmg the defective structure below, 
which in many places is held together only by 
the plaster and light furring, but from the in- 
vestigation so farI am convinced that the 
condition of that portion of the building 
which adjoins the defective wallis such that 
it weuld be a menace to life and property to 
occupy the adjoining rooms. 

Plan of Temporary Relief. 

** By removing the wood floors and cement, 
anchoring the sprung beams with tie rods and 
replacing the defective arches the rooms 
could be made safe, providing the defective 
wall will settle no more, but if it does con- 
tinue to settle the danger and results as we 
now find them would be repeated. 

‘*To determine whether the settlement will 
continue we must excavate down to the piles 
' on which the wall and its footings rest and 
ascertain whether they are decayed or other- 
wise : insufficient to carry the wall. If it 
should be found that decay was the cause of 
settlement—if it is the cause now—the vibra- 
tion of a thunder storm_or even a heavy 
loaded wagon on the street might cause the 
wall to drop and wreck the entire south por- 
tion of the building. 

‘*T have thus far conducted the investiga- 
tion alone and will continue to do so with 
confidence that I will locate the cause and 
remedy the results of the detective wall, but 
the lives and property and expense involved in 
this matter make it of such importance and se- 
riousness that 1 deem it but justice to myself 
and to your honorable board, who will be held 
responsible for the results of my decision in the 
matter, to request that you instruct me to en- 
gage a consulting architect or engineer to as- 
sist in prosecuting the investigation. 

“IT further recommend that Rooms 406, 
407. 411, 413, 417, and 306 and 307 be va- 
cated at once and pending the investigation.”’ 

Immediately following the reading of this 
report the committee of Judges present sub- 
mitted the following: 

Memorial of the Judges. 


‘The undersigned, the Judges of the courts 
of record of Cook County, respectfully sub- 
wait the following respecting the unsafe and 
unhealthy condition of the Court-House and 
ask your prompt and earnest consideration of 
the same. 

**It is believed by many that the Court- 
House of this county is in but little if any bet- 
ter condition than the United States Court 
Building in this city, in regard to which so 
much has recently been said. You are 
aware of the fact that the entire ceiling of 
Judge Stein’s room onthe fourth floor re- 
ceutly feli., It is estimated that twenty tons 
of iron pipe, cornice, etc., fell in 
that room. Had it occurred during court 
hours instead of in the night time there 
would no doubt have been many persons 
killed or seriously injured. 

‘* The ceiling of the eight court rooms on 
that floor are in but little if any better condi- 
tion than was the ceiling of Judge Stein’s 
room. Most of those rooms have been unoc- 
cupied since the falling of said ceiling, now 
more than two weeks since, because they were 
pronounced unsafe by the county authorities. 
The expense of keeping that number of 
courts idle is nearly se Thre as touch per 
day to the county, to say nothing of the loss 


be the expense of making the remaining ceil- 
ings safe. 

‘*We are also advised that court-rooms 
upon other floors of the Court-House are in a 
dangerous condition; the construction of the 
building is such that the settling of the south 
end, and especially the southeast corner, 
makes portions unsafe and dangerous to life. 

‘* Another thmg which is perhaps equally 
bad about this buildingis the utter lack of 
ventilation. The original construction was 
bad enough, but since then rooms have been 
inclosed at the ends of each of the corridors, 
so that now no fresh air is admitted except 
at small doors in the basement and one door 
in the first floor. 

Lack of Proper Ventilation. 


‘The only pretense of any ventilation, 
either from rooms, water-closets, or corridors, 
is by flues in the walls opening into the attic. 
But there is substantially no opening in the 
roof through which the foul air passing up 
these flues can_ escape. The practical result 
is that the attic forms a sort of store-house for 
the accumulation of foul and vitiated air and 
noxious gases, which from change of temper- 
ature or from air currents pass down many of 
these flues into the court-rooms for use by the 
unfortunate inmates. 

‘* There are eighty-nine water-closets in this 
building. Not one of these is ventilated ex- 
cept by a flue into the attic, as indicated, and 
some have not even that. Several hundred 
people are regularly employed in the buildi 
besides the great number of persons oumerel 
there temporarily. It seems to us that to 
compel so many to remain in such a building, 
exposed to such danger to health and injury, 
is but little if anything lessthan criminal on 
the part of those who have caused this condi- 
tion of things. 

‘*Should your honorable board permit this 
state of things to continue it seems to us that 
you will be held at the bar of public opinion 
to be responsible for all damaging results, to 
say nothing of the question as to the liability 
of the county. 

“We take the liberty of suggesting that a 
thoroughly competent person be employed to 
make all needed investigation and to tecom- 
mend the best mode practicable for. ventilat- 
ing said building, and that said building be 
ventilated in such manner as may be found 
to be the most complete and perfect and as 
soon as possible, 

“We also suggest that a chreful and thor- 
ough examination of said building be made 
by competent parties at onve and that steps 
may be taken to make it safe and secure.” 

Business has been seriously interrupted by 
the knowledge of the dangerous condition of 
the court-rooms. Judges Ewing and Stein 
have been compelled to open cvourt in the 
Opera-House Block and Judge Brentano is 
hearing condemnation proceedings in a room 
in the City Hall. Judge Horton has not been 
able to find a spare room and his buginess has 
been confined to motions of course. Judge 
Goggin meditates a removal from his court- 
room. A large fragment of plaster recently 
fell from the cornice there.

Early, Adjournment Saves Them from the 
Bomb-Thrower=One Victim Dies. 

Romer, March 9.—One of the men taken to 
the hospital after being found wounded on the 
Piazza di Monte Citorio after the explosion yes. 
terday of the bombin front of the Chamber of 
Deputies died this morning. Two other suffer- 
ers from the explosion, who are now in the hos. 
pital, are much worse today. One of the 
patients had his leg amputated this morning. 

The police ne longer have any doubt that 
the bomb, which was hidden in a high hat, 
was intended to be exploded in the Chamber 
of Deputies, and the conspirators might have 
succeeded in attaining their object had it not 
been that the chamber adjourned earlier than 
usual, The authoritie~ express the belief that 
the bomb-carrier, seeing that the last of the 
Deputies were leaving the chamber. judged 
that it would be useless to attempt to enter 
that building and so exploded the deadly 
missile on the Piazza di Monte Citorio. 

The Chamber of Deputies today acceded to 
the demand of the government that Deputy 
Felice should be prosecuted for inciting the 
peasants of Sicily and other places to engage 
in civil war, 

The Pope is deeply interested in learning 
the circumstances of the explosion and has 
directed that an inquiry be made into the de- 
tails by attachés of the Vatican for his own 
information. His Holiness fears that the 
Vatican itself may be endangered and, it is 
stated, is seeking for the government guarun- 
tees of the safety. of the Vatican in any 
event.

JENKINS INVESTIGATION IS BEGUN. 


Congressional Committee Writes a Letter 
to the Judge—Other Labor News. 

Wasutneton, D, C., March 9.—The Con- 
gressional investigation into the course of 
United States Judge Jenkins in enjoining 
prominent labor leaders and Northern Pacific 
employés from counseling or takirig part in a 
strike promises to have important develop- 
ments. At the meeting of the House Judi- 
ciary committee Chairman Cuiberson an- 
nounced Representatives Boatner. Terry, and 
W. A. Stone as the committee to investigate 
the miatter. . 

Mr. Boatner conferred with his associates 
on the committee and with Representative 
McGann, who inaugurated the investigation, 
as tothe plans upon which the investigation 
should be conducted. It was decided to no- 
tify Judge Jenkins of the proposed investiga- 
tion, and to leave it for him to suggest what 
course he desired to pursue, either in appear- 
ing in person or by counsel. It was also. de- 
cided to notify all of the labor leaders and 
Northern Pacific-employés who were named: 
in the writsiof injunction issued by Judge 
Jenkins. , 

Mr. Boatner wrote to Judge Jenkins to- 
night. Itis suggested to him in the? letter 
that the committee is ready to hear from him 
either by the submission of papers or person- 
ally.. Letters were also sent to the following 
officers of railway employés’ associations who 
had been enjoined from counseling a strike:

The subordinate employés of the road who 
were enjoined have also been notified of the 
investigation. 

Mr. Boatner expects to wait for a day or 
two before determining on further steps. 
Much will depend on the reports received 
from the various railway chiefs and employés 
and from Judge Jenkins. It is probable that 
the committee will find it desirable to go to 
Milwaukee, but the answer to the letters of 
today will determine this point. 

Representative McGann of Chicago, Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Labor, who 
has been most active in securing the investi- 
gation, is coéperating with Mr. Boatner to 
see that the various labor interests are heard 
fully. Mr. McGann had expected to be with 
his constituents tomorrow at a reception 
tendered him, but the importance of the 
coming investigation holds him here.

T) EARLE'S MEMORY. 


PROF. QUINE’S ELOQUENT TRIBUTE 
TO HIS WORKS AND WORTH. 


College of Physicians and Surgeons Am- 
phitheater Filled on the Oceasion of the 
Memorial Service for ths Members of 
the Staff’ Who Have Died in the Year— 
Address and Responses Made—Death of 

Rev. Charlies MachineGeorge M. 


the 
Candee Passes Away. 


The upper amphitheater of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons was crowded last 
night with medical professors and students 
and the genefal public assembled to show re- 
epect to the memory of the three officers of 
the institution who have passed away during 
the last six months. These were Prof. Charles 
Warrington Earle, the President of the insti- 
tution: Prof. Walter M. Tanquary, and Prof, 
James W, Nelson. 

The first address was the tribute of Dr. T. 
| Melville Hardie to the late Prof, Nelson, who 
was appointed to the professorship of hie- 
tology and microscopy in the institution last 
summer. and died of pneumonia Dec,’ 5, 
1898. The next address was made by S. J. 
Sornbergere- who, in behalf of the students, 
presented to the college a life-size portrait of 
Prof. Tanquary, the brilliant young ‘nato- 
mist, who only graduated from the college in 
1891, and who at the time of his death held 
six professorships in three different colleges. 
An appropriate speech of deceptance was de- 
livered by Dr, F. R. Sherwood. 

Tribute to Dr. Earle’s Memory. 

Dr. H. P. Newman then on behaif of the 
board presented to the college a beautiful 
bronze bust of Dr. Earle, modeled by Miss 
Helen Rankin Copp. . After a speech of ac- 
ceptance had been made by Dr, D., A. K, 
Steele, the present head of the institution, 
Dr. William E. Quine delivered the address 
of the evening, which was a eulogy on the 
character and services of President Earle, 
who passed away Nov. 19, 1893. Dr. Quine’s 
address was an hour and a half in length, 
and abounded in wit and humor, as well as in 
pathos and fine characterization. for, he 
said, no one could paint Earle in somber 
colors. He spoke of his mirthfulness, ch2er- 
fulness, reagaw wit, and effusive friendliness 
as contribiting largely to his success in life. 
Dr. Earle had pushing audacity and a seif- 
assurance before which frownimg dignity 
warmed and melted. Dr. Quine related sev- 
eral anecdotes of Dr. Earle in illustration of 
his mental traits and physical prowess. 

Dr. Earle graduated in March, 1870, and 
began to practice in Dr. Byford’s office. But 
the great fire in 1871 broke up the relation 
and he/settled on the West Side, He early 
took a great interest in the education of 
woman physicians. He loved more than any 
other institution the Woman’s Medical 
College, in which he _ held _ several 
chairs, and of which he at last 
became the President. In 1872 he delivered 
a course of lectures on zodlogy in the Chicago 
Medical College. Two years later he com- 
peted fora position in Rush Medieal College 
and was defeated. 

For the Coliege of Physicians and Surgeons. 

In 1876 he began to agitate for the estab- 
lishment of a new college on the West Side, 
He was unsuccessful, but a few years later 
his idea was taken up by others, who enlisted 
him in the enterprise, and the result .was the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 

Dr. Earle was a professor and director until 
1888, when. on account of dissensions, he 
withdrew. But in 1892, against his wishes, 
he was elected Treasurer and President of the 
Board of Directors, which position he held to 
the day of his death. He was, the speaker 
said, the most efficient college President he 
ever knew, though not the ablest. His merit 
consisted in his superior business ability, his 
capacity for detail, and his inexhaustible 
energy. 

Dr. Quine concluded his address with an 
apostrophe to Dr. Earle, turning to his bust 
and addressing him as present. ring this 
part of his remarks several persons present 
were in tears; and when he sat down he was 
rewarded with great applause. The exercises 
of the evening were interspersed with singing 
hy the college quartet. 


DEATH OF REV, CHARLES MACHIN, 


He Passes Away at the Residence of His 
Dauchter, Mrs. J. P. Root, Hyde Park. 
The Rev. Charles Machin died yesterday at 

the residence of his daughter, Mrs. James P. 

Root, in Hyde Park, at the age of 84 years. 

He was for sixty years a Congregational 

clergyman, an excellent pastor, a fine Greek 

scholar, and conversant with English liter- 
ature. He enlisted at the outbreak of the 
rebellion, and served as Chaplain of the One 

Hundred and Fortieth New York, and was 

present at several of the battles in Virginia. 

He was a delegate to the first Republican con- 

vention in New York and sat by the side of 

Thurlow Weed on that occasion, and was 

present when Mr. Lincoln was nominated. 

He is survived by his widow, six children, 

eighteen grandchildren, ev:d three great- 

grandchildren.

George M. Candee,son of Col. G. W. Candee, 
died suddenly at his*home, No. 186 Judson ave- 
nue, Kvanston, yesterday morning at 5 o'clock.

Drainage Canal Trustees and Engineers 
Make a Careful Investigation and Find 
the Work Undamaged by the Flood= 
Repairivg of the Big Break at Summit 
in Progress=Cooley and Eckhart Tell 
of Plans for Future Operations=An- 
other Trip to Be Made Monday.

stood the crucial test of the flood. The new 
river bed, filled from bank to bank by the 
flood waters, runs as straight asa beeline for 
nearly six miles, It is just 800 feet to the 
west of the west bank of the drainage canal 
proper. Five miles of it at this point is 
through a continuous rock cut, 200 feet wide 
at the bottom and 500 feet wide with the 
overfiow lines. A large amount of the ma- 
terial taken out has been deposited on the 
land of the Columbia Park club, and that or- 
ganization is not much the loser for the fine 
grove which had to be cut down to. make the 
new channel.

NEW STOCK EXCHANGE MEDALLION, 


It Represents the First Brick House Built 
in Chicago. 

A large medallion in plaster has been placed 
over the entrance to the Stcck Exchange 
Building on La Salle street. It slows the first 
brick house built in Chicago, which was 
erected on the site of the new build- 
ing by P.- FF. W. Peck in i836 
and at the time was the finest residence in the 
city. At that time there was no fashionable 
street and the corner of Clark and Washing- 
ton streets was as select as any location. The 
Court-House was a small affair on the present 
Court-Houre site and*across the gtreet was a 
church. The marble furnishings of the house 
came from Vermont by water. 

The Peck family occupied its new home for 
five years and then Mr. Peck built another 
house where the Grand Pacific Hotel now 
stands. This was considered a bold move on 
his part, the other citizens of the village de- 
claring that he had gone so far from Fort 
Dearborn that his home was in danger of be- 
ing destroyed by Indians. Then a clear view 
“ee be had of Lake Michigan from the 

ouse, 

For several years the brick house was rented 
asaresidence. Then it wes used as police 
headquarters for many years. Finally W. F. 
Coolbaugh leased the ground and erected the 
oid Union Building, used for offices and 
for the Union National Bank. This build- 
ing was destroyed in the fire of ‘71 
and afterwurds rebuilt. The last building re- 
mained until last year, when it was torn down 
to make way forthe present structure. The 
medallion at present is of plaster. Next 
month a permanent medallion will take its 
place. Over the north corner of the entrance 
is to be placed an appropriate inscription not 
yet decided upon\

CAUSE OF THE SOUTH CHICAGO FLOOD. 


A Resident Alleges That the Ninety-fifth

Sours Cxu1caGco, Ill., March 8.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. |—Your issue of this date contains an ac- 
count of the flooding of the suburban towns of 
Dauphin Park, Burnside, etc., but your corre- 
spondent failed to state the cause of the trouble 
as those most interested know it tobe. When 
we had the great flood in June, 1892, so much 
pressure was made to bear upon the city officials 
that a pumpi station was located at Ninety- 
fifth street and Stony Island aveuue, which has 
never failed since it commenced operating to 
keep this section free of water, even when we 
have had rains of from one to two weeks’ dura- 
tion, and had the pumps been working during the 
day or two when it rained lately we would now 
have no water; but instead of running the pumps 
they have been allowed to remain idle, ale were 
idle the morning of the 6th inst. at 7:30 o’clock 
and the ditches full of water because some one 
had failed to keep the_pumbing station supplied 
with coal. If Mayor Hopkins desires to earn the 
good will of the residents of this section he will 
endeavor to ascertain who is this some one.

ALDRICH ON THE CITY HALL PROBLEM, 


Concessions That Would Better Uncle Sam,

My idea about it is that the city should take 
the present Postoffice site and give the gov- 
ernment in return. a Postoffice siteon the 
Lake-Front, between -Randolph and Madison 
streets. The city should abandon the City 
Hall to the county on the condition that the 
county should pay the city for the buildi 
and provide in it. quarters for all the Federa 
courts for all time to come. ~This would ena- 
ble the government to erect a Postoffice for 
$1,500,000 less than it could erect one on 
the present site. The zity would secure a 
site for a new City Hall, the county would 
gain an abundance of room, and all persons 
would gain by having the State and Federal 
courts under one roof.”’

MILLION DOLLARS FOR A COLLEGE, 


Generous Donor Withholds His Neiow 


Provisions for Poor Students, 

Wanasn, Ind,, March 9.—[Special Corre. 
spondence.|—-The agreement by which the 
United Brethren College at North Manches- 
ter, this county, founded three years ago, is 
to receive an endowment of $1,000,000 has 
been signed, sealed, and delivered, and the 
college will at once come into the enjoyment 
of the income from the investment of this 
sum. At the meeting of the trustees yester- 
day the contract was presented by Prof. 
Kriebel and approved by the trustees. It is 
one of the conditions of the endowment that 
the name of the generous. giver shall be sup- 
pressed, but affidavits submitted by Prof, 
Kriebel that the giftis bona fide and that 
every condition will be faithfully carried out 
satistied the trustees, The contract prescribes 
that Prof, Kriebel shall be the President of 
the institution, which shall be conducted in 
the name of the Young People’s Christian 
Union of the United Brethren Church for the 
benefit of poor and worthy youn people anx- 
i0us to secure an education. There are four 
classes of beneficiaries: Children of active 
ministers of any denomination; young men 
of any denomination preparing for the min- 
istry ; third, any person selected by'an aan 
minister in lieu of children of his own; fourth, 
any person soliciting and bringing to the col- 
lege six paying students. The number of ben- 
eficiaries is limited to 500 in any year, and 
tuition shall be free, while board and room 
rent shall also be gratis provided it does not 
exceed $100 annually. The contract runs 
five years, but at the end of that period, if the 
college is run satisfactorily to the donor and 
to Prof. Kriebel it shall be extended to twenty 
years. The $1,000,000 is invested in real 
estate which is productive, and it is a condi- 
tion of the agreement that in the event of the

WITNESSES. POSITIVELY IDENTIFY 
DE FRANOE AS FORREST. 


| Introduction of Evidence Continued in the 
Forgery Case at Kalamazoo, Mich.<S, B. 
Hammond Testifies to His Relations 
with the Defendant—President Waguer 
Tells How the Swindler. Got $5,000 
from the First National Bank=Clews 
to Gierman Tragedy Prove Fruitless. 


Katamazoo, Mich,, March 9.—[Special. |— 
Proceedings in the De France forgery trial 
were opened this “mornimg by a continuation 
of the cross-examination of S. B. Hammond, 
whose forged indorsement appeared on the 
$12,500 draft. A feature of the evidence 
today was the positiveness with which all the 
witnesses identified Forrest as De France. 

Hammond created a ripple when he testified 
that he had written Secretary Allen of the 
Standard Oil company about -Forrest and re- 
ceived a reply dated Nov. 14, 1891, stat- 
ing that they knew nobody. by the 
name of Forrest, and that any one 
claiming to contract to buy land 
for the company should be investigated. He 
did not tell Forrest of this. He received the 
letter the 16th and the 19th introduced For- 
rest to President Wagner of the First Nation- 
al Bank. He found no similarity between 
this letter and one Forrest had shown him as 
coming frém the Standard @il company and 
stating that Forrest was worthy of confidence. 
He thought Forrest had intercepted a letter 
to him from the Standard Oil company. 
Hammond’s cross-examination was severe 
and he became a little confused. 

C. H. Land, the Detroit dentist who built 
three porcelain teeth in between two of De 
France’s incisors that were far apart, swore 
that it made some difference in De France’s 
appearance. He identified Mrs. De France as 
the lady who came with him to his office Nov. 
30, 1891. 

J. K. Wagner, until recently President of 
the First National Bank, was.the next wit- 
ness. He told of his meeting De France 
through Hammond. De France talked of 
buying afarm near the city Monday, Nov. 
23, and came into the bank with a $12,600 
draft on the Pontiac Bank and wanted some 
money toclose up the land deal. Wagner 
said he could have $5,000 and De France left 
the rest on deposit. When they found the 
draft protested they placed the Pinkertons 
of Chicago on the case. 


EFFORTS TO BRIBE OHIO JURORS. 

Evidence Taken at Lima 
Against Farrot. 

Lima, O., March 9.—[Special.]—No recent 
affair in this part of the State has caused so 
great a sensation as has the developments in 
the expose of the attempt to bribe members 
of the grand jury in the case of the indicting 
of ex-Cashier Frank L. Langan of the defunct 
Lima National Bank on the charge of embez- 
zlement. Ex-Sherif M. P. Hoagland is in 
jail awaiting’sentence for tampering with the 
same jury, and B.C. Farrot and H. E, Hall 
of Cincinnati were arraigned today on the 
charge of;contempt of court in attempting 
to bribe the jury into returning a 
verdict against Langan. Sheriff Fisher ar- 
rrived from Cincinnati with Hall this morn- 
ing, and both he and Farrot were on hand 
when the session opened. Judge Richie called 
the case of Mr. Hall. Attorney J. L. Price. 
who is conducting the examination under or- 
der of the court, read the information which 
charged Hall with being one of the witnesses 
at the recent grand jury which investigated the 
case of the State of Ohio against F. L. Langan 
and that while here as such witness he ap- 

roached one of the grand jurors, Charles 

ranks, and told him he cou:d probably se- 
cure a good position with the Union Central 
Life Insurance company of Cincinnati if he 
would do the right thing by Farrot in the 
grand jury. When the complaint had been 
read Mr. Hall asked that a hearmg be post- 
poned. Judge Richie continued the hearing 
until tomorrow morning at 8 o'clock. 

In the matter of B. C. Farrot for contempt 
of court Attorney D, J. Cable announced that 
they had filed a motion to quash the com- 
plaint. The charges against ex-President 
Farrot were to the effect that he invited W.

GEORGE CLAUSE HELD FOR MURDER,

Widow of John Callaghan Positively 
"Identifies Him. 

Racine, Wis.. March 9.—[Special.]—The 
preliminary examination of George Clause, 
charged with the murder of John Callaghan 
of Brighton, Kenosha County, was held today 
at Kenosha before Justice Slater. District- 
Attorney Lloyd called several witnesses who 
testified to having seen the prisoner about the 
Callaghan farm the night of the murder. 
Mrs.. Callaghan testified that about 7:30 
o’clock that evening she heard a knock at the 
door. Her husband called out, ** Come in,” 
and a young man came in and closed 
the door. He had a_ée revolver in 
his hand and said: ‘‘I want the money you 
have laid away.’’ Without another word he 
shot Mr. Callaghan andthe old man stag- 
gered, but did not fall. The man then said: 
**T want that money and must have it to buy 
bread.”? Mr. Callaghan said: ‘*What did 
you shoot me for? I have no money, but 
would give you acrustof bread.”’ The man 
then moved tothe ieft of the room and 
toward a bureau drawer. It was at 
this juncture that Mrs, Callaghan 
rushed out of the door and 
commenced yelling murder and help. The 
last question asked the widow by the District. 
Attorney was, “* Do you now positively iden- 
tify the prisoner here as the man who shot 
your husband?’’ Looking the preg~ square 
in the face she said: * Yes, Ido; he is the 
mwman who used to carry milk and I recognize 
him as the man who shot my husbard.”’

| Business of Home and Foreign Companies 


for 1893—Old City Limits Pian Op- 
posed = Assignee Sullivan of the 
Columbian Says the Company Will Be 
Able to Pay All Claims = Felix & 
Marston Claim Settled=Decision Against 
a Philadelphia Company. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 9.—The advance 
sheets of the report of Bradford K. Durfee, 
Insurance Superintendent, were given out to- 
day on fire and fire-marine insurance com- 
panies domg business in Illinois. Reports 
show the amount of business done for-the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1893, as follows: 

Seven joint stock companies of this State 
wrote $89,894,676 of risks, receiving $1,.- 
242,237 premiums; incurred $552,082 of 
losses; losses paid, $586,264. One hundred 
and three joint stock companies of other 
States wrote $684,682,503 of risks and re- 
ceived $7,728,401 in premiums; losses in- 
curred, $4,835,377 ; losses paid, $4,493,789. 

Thirty-five foreign companies with United 
States branches rote risks aggregating 
$370,522,638; premiums received, $3,767.- 
562; losses incurred, $2,334,879; losses 
paid, $2.210,698. 

Seventeen munieipal companies, seven of 
them located in Illinois, wrote risks 2n $16,- 
811,049; premiums received, $286,032; 
— incurred, $103,080 ; losses paid, $111,-

OLD CITY LIMITS PLAN OPPOSED. 


Managers Do Not Agree with Agents on 
Boundary Lines. 

There is no such unanimity among manag- 
ers as there is among agents over the question 
of having the Excepted Cities committee of 
the union designate the old city limits as the 
boundaries in which agencies would be 
limited to three for each company, . including 
the manager in case he wrote policies. There 
are some influential managers who are strong- 
ly opposed to the old city limits idea. They 
have done well in the past by placinga great 
number of agents in the field and are disin- 


appears that out of the 137 companies doing 
business in Chicago there are eighty-two com- 
panies represented by but a single agency. 
It is reasonable to believe, therefore, 
that the representatives of these compa- 
nies would readily agree to place the limits in 
accordance with the wishes of the local under- 
writers. Again, there are perhaps twelve 
more companies whose representation is lim- 
ited to two and three agencies and conse- 
quently they could have no objection, since 
there would be no reduction in the number of 
their agencies. 

The two members of the Excepted Cities 
committee in Chicago are Eugene Cary and 
R. J. Smith. Cincinnati and St. Louis also 
have representation on the committee, but it 
is presumed the wishes of the members from 
Chicago will be respected in regard to their 
city, and that they will likewise defer to the 
wishes of others in other cities. Mr. Cary, as 
Chairman of the committee, has declined to 
indicate his views on the territorial question. 
Mr. Smith is out of the city, but it is unjer- 
stood he sympathizes with the local agents. 

However the union managers may wish to 
arrange the matter, there are two elements 
besides themselves to be consulted. One is 
the local agents, and the other the non-union 
companies. The latter would be willing to co- 
o} erate, but might not wish to bedriven. They 
are all members of the Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion and conform to its regulations. To econ- 
tinue the present successful association a just 
deference to its wishes would seem to be ad- 
visable. The local agents claim they have 
managed well the interests.of their companies 
and that Chicago furnishes one-twentieth of 
all the premiums paid to companies doing 
business in the United States. They further 
feel that as they maintain expensive offices 
and employ many clerks their territory should 
not be overrun with brokers whose offices 
would be largely in their hats, 

v 
COLUMBIAN WILL PAY ALL CLAIMs, 
Assignee Sullivan Makes a Fiattering 
Statement for the Company. 


The affairs of the defunct Columbian appegr 
to be turning out much more to the credit of 
the management than was predicted when 
the concern went under last month. Itis 
now announced by Assignee Sullivan that the 
company will pay every claim presented 
against it, and he hopes further to return 
something to stockholders. He estimates the 
cash assets of the company at $245,000, with 
agents’ balances of $300,000. He has taken 
the matter into court for instruction and is 
issuing to policy-holders notices to send their 
policies to the company properly proved for 
the return premium. In_ the IJnsurance 
Herald of Louisville, March 8, Assignee Sul- 
livan says: 

If tne claims against the company are pre- 
sented they will be paid. The assignment was 
made while there was plenty of assets to meet 
claims. The company was organized upon a 
sound basis with every dollar of its capital paid 
up and well invested. This was intended to se- 
cure the policy-holdefs, and as soon as it was 
plain that the action of Insurance Commissioners 
had destroyed the confidence of agents, who 
would not pay up their balances, che board 
determined t the company should 
stop in time to make the  policy- 
holders safe rather than waste 
the actual assets in a doubtful fight to continue 
against the odds. I think a good deal of the 
money owing from agents will be collected. I 
have notified them as assignee not to pay back 
any return premiums, and I expect to hold them 
responsible for their balances. Steps have al- 
ready been taken to obtain settlements with 
some of the largest debtors, the matter being in 
charge of counsel familiar with the contracts and 
affairs of the agency department.

To secure 
prompt cancellation by the agent a manager sug- 
gests that notices of cancellations should be sent 
to agents in registered letters so that evidence 
may be in hand as to the date of the receipt of 
such cancellation instructions. Some agents are 
careless about this matter, because they do not 
understand their position in failing to act 
promptly on an instruction to cancel.

THE ACQUITTAL OF COUGHLIN, 

It is the fixed belief of the great majority of 
newspaper-reading Chicagoans that Coughlin 
was a party to the conspiracy’ to kill Dr. 
Cronin. That belief will not be affected in 
the least by the verdict of the jury declaring 
that he was innocent of any participation in 
the crime. That great unsworn jury which 
has read the evidence and the arguments has 
made’up its mind that, while not all the testi- 
mony for the State was to be depended on, 
there was. more than enough’ to justify, or, 
rather, to demand, the return of Coughlin to 
Joliet. 
~ That which puzzles the people greatly is 
how twelve men, presumptively honest, could 
have agreed that the defendaot was innocent 
in the face of so many facts so difficult to rec- 
oncile with a theory of innocence, It may 
be that the explanation is to be found in the 
charge of the Judge which was’ so full of 
‘reasonable doubt”’ that the jurors may have 
beiieved that they ought to acquit unless they 
had seen Coughlin with their own eyes hitting 
Dr. Cronin over the head with an ice pick. 

-. The defense selected Judge Tuthill as the 
trial Judge. They showed shrewdness in do- 
ing so. It is a question whether any other 
man on the bench would have made a charge 


} to the jury quite as favorable to the defendant 


and calculated to inspire so many unreasona- 
ble doubts in their minds. The jurors were in- 
structed: 


Unless this presumption of innocence shall 
have been overcome by proof of guilt so strong, 
credible, and conclusive as tos®onvince your 
minds beyond every reasonable doubt that the 
defendant is guilty, and unless the evidence is of 
.such a nature as to exclude every reasonable 
doubt of guilt, then you otght to acquit the ae- 
fendant. , It is the duty of the jury to enter upon 
the consideration of each fact and circumstance 
proved, having in their minds ‘the presumption 
that the defendant is innocent, and in consider- 
ing every such fact and circumstance they should 
apply to it the presumption of innocence. 


Under the charge of conspiracy against the 
defendant; Coughlin, to commit murder it must 
be proved beyond every reasonable doubt that. he 
combined with one or more persons, known or 
unknown, as charged in the indictment, in the 
common purpose and with the common design to 
murder the deceased before you will be justified 
in believing that the conspiracy existed, as 
charged against him. 

The court instructs the jury that if it is pos- 
sible for you to reconcile the facts in this case 
upon any reasonable theory consistent with the 
innocence of the defendant, Daniel Coughlin, it 
is your duty so to do, and to find said defendant, 
Daniel Coughlin, not guilty. 


The court instructs you that before you are 
justified in attaching any incriminating force or 
weight to any circumstance. you must believe 
from the evidence, beyond all reasonable doubt, 
that such circumstance sustains a direct and 
necessary connection with the charge made 
against the defendant. 


These are some of the “‘ reasonable doubts” 
which fell on the ears of the jurors when the 
arguments were ended and the Judge took a 
hand. They were told also what constitutes 
a “‘ reasonable dovbt,”’ thus: 

A reasonable doubt of the guilt of the accused 
is that state of the case which, after the entire 
comparison and consideration of all the evidence 
and law in the case, leaves the minds of the 
jurors in that condition that they cannot say that 
they have an abiding conviction, to a moral cer- 
tainty, of the truth of the charge. Itis not suf- 
ficient to establish a probability, though a 
strong one, that the fact is more likely to be true 
than the contrary, but the evidence must es- 
tablish the truth gf the fact as charged in the in- 
dictment to a reagonable and moral certainty, a 
certainty that convinces and directs the under- 
standing and satisfies the reason and judgment 
of each juror. . 

For three months the jurors had been the 
victims of the criminal practice which pre- 
vails in Illinois courts. They had been com- 
pelled to listen to the long-drawn-out exam- 
inations of witnesses, so needlessly protracted 
that what a man had said on his direct exam- 
ination was almost forgotten before the cross- 
examination was ended. They had listened 
to counsel wrangling for hours over techni- 
calities and trifles. They had been inundated 
and submerged by floods of talk called clos- 
ing speeches, And then, finally, came a del- 
uge of “‘ reasonable doubts.”’ ~They were told 
that to convict they must be sure of guilt ‘* be- 
yond every reasonable doubt,” and they were 
told also that“ if they had not an abiding 
conviction to a moral certainty of the truth 
of the charge” then they were suffering 
from “ reasonable doubt,” 

It may be that the jurors were not intellect- 
ual stalwarts when the trial began. If that be 
so it is easy to understand how they were in a 


state of mental darkness when the trial closed. 


Undoubtedly the main idea with them was to 
get through and go home. The shortest, sim- 
plest way to do that was to agree on a verdict 
of not guilty. It is the merit, from the point

RESTORING JACKSON PARK. 

The South Park Commissioners have done 
well in securing the services of Frederick 
Law Olmsted for the restoration of Jackson 
Park and the Midway to popular tse. They 
will also do well if they leave to him the work 
of preparing designs and carrying them out 
with as littleinterference as possible. It may 
be taken for granted’ that the same consum- 
mate skill which originally laid out the South 
Park scheme will be sufficient to restore the 
park to its normal purposes and that Mr. 
Olmsted will take advantage of such.of the 
White City features as are left to give the 
people a new Jackson Park even more beauti- 
ful than the old one. 

Mr. Olimsted’s plans have not yet been 
worked outin detail, but his suggestions of 
general treatment have been indorsed by the 
Commissioners. It is Mr. Olmsted’s proposi- 
tion that the north end of the park shall have 
the effect of a grand lawn approach to the 
Art Building, which will serve to heighten its 
beauty. The Art Building will be the only 
one of the principal structures left as a 
souvenir of the White City, but fortunately it 
is the one which upon every consideration of 
architectural beauty should have been selected 
for permanent preservation. Mr. Olmsted 
has recognized it as such and under his plans 
it will be the central figure in the 
north end of - the park. The natural 
beauty of that-part of the park will be made 
to enhance the architectural beauty of this 
exquisite classical edifice. To this end the 
two ponds near the Fifty-seventh street en- 
trance will be filled up and lawns will occupy 
their place. This isa decided change for the 
better, as these two ponds have always been 
in a stagnant condition, and worse than this 
have been receptacles for the filth which 
human hogs delight in strewing about. 
Southward from the Art Building the park 
will be treated in rural fashion so as to secure 
a beautiful landscape effect and at the same 
time serve asa place for popular entertains 
ment. The beautiful lagoons will be pre- 
served and their lines can be made still more 
picturesque now that Mr. Olmsted will not be 
hampered by the presence of buildings. Steps 
also are to be taken to control the flow of 
water from the lake so as to preserve the 
shore lines and the vegetation on the Wooded 
Island. 

Owing to the great expense involved Mr. 
Olmsted has abandoned the project of con- 
necting Jackson and Washington Parks by a 
continuoas lagoon, following the line of the 
Midway Plaisance. Instead of this the Mid- 
way will be treated us a boulevard, with such 
landscape effects as can be secured.. This 
will not be rag oy task, for it is certainly 
practicable to mike the Midway as beautiful 
as the Drexel boulevard, The width and gen- 
eral surroundings are just as favorable in the 
‘one case as in the other. 

It is estimated that it will take about three 
years to put the park into perfect condition. 
Fine as the old park was the new park will be 
finer, and in this respect the people will ‘be 
the gainers by reason of the Fair, which has 
made Jackson Park known all over the world. 
In 1897, or thereabouts, under the marvel- 
ous skill of Mr. Olmsted and his assistants, 
the people will havea park representing] the 
highest achievements of landscape skill to 
take the place of that White City which aston- 
ished the world by its grace and beauty. But 
however beautiful the new Jackson Park may 
be the memory of the White City still will re- 
main as the most exquisite artistic achieve- 
ment of the nineteenth century. 


THE WILSON BILL AND THE FRENCH 
TARIFF, 

It appears, from the full report of the amend- 
ments to the Wilson bill prepared by the 
subcom mittee of the Finance committee that 
Senator White of California was able to se- 
cure more protection for some California 
fruits, such as prunes and raisins. But there 
is an amendment which it hag been reported 
he intended to urge which does not seem to 
have been agreed to by the subcommittee if it 
was submitted to it. 

That amendment is a proviso to the effect 
that the rates of duty levied shall aprly only 
to such countries as accord to exports from 
the United States the same rates of duty that 
are granted to the most favored nation. The 
object of this is to get the benefit of the min- 
imum tariffs of France and some other Euro- 
pean\nations. France has ‘two schedules of 
duties. One is a minimum tariff and the other 
its regular tariff. Ordinarily when goods are 
imported into France the regular tariff is 
levied, but if the government has entered into 
a treaty with any country on matters of tariff 
rates then the special, or minimum, schedule 
comes into play. If this country should in 
its new tariff provide that only such countries 
could bring their products into ‘this couhtry 
under the reduced rate as accorded to -the 
United States privileges equal to those of the 
most favored nation, then France would be 
compelied to accord to this country the bene- 
fit of its lowest tariff schedule, and other 
countries witha duuble system like France 
would be compelled to do likewise. 

It has been intimated by representatives of 
France in this country that if the lower duties 
on French wines imposed by the Wilson bill 
go into force Fgance will be willing to charge 
the minimum rate of duty on all exports from 
the United States. But this is not sufficient. 
Action by the Chamber of Deputies is neces- 
sary. Therefore the United States ought to 
provide by law that France shall not get the 
benefjt of the lower duties of the Wilson bill 
unless she reciprocates, The difference be- 
tweer the French minimum tariff and the 
regular rates levied upon importations from 
countries with which no treaty has been made 
averages from 30 to 100 per cent. This dif- 
ference is well worth saving for American 
producers. 

The government officials do not seem to 
have known that France has two schedules. 
At least the fact is not mentioned in the doc- 
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tions. But since it is known that in France 
and elsewhere there are maximum and mini- 
mum rates an amendment like the one men- 
tioned above should be adopted for the pur- 
pose of securing the lowest duties for Ameri- 
can exports, 


A S0P TO FREE-SILVERITES, 

A Chicago Congressman is smitten with an 
old idea which he fondly believes to be a new 
one, Itisto make a bimetallic currency, 
each coin to consist of equal values of gold 
and silver, but on the false supposition that 
sixteen ounces of silver are of equal value 
with one ounce of gold. He proposes this 
deliberately as a means of debasing the cur- 
réncy, because, as he says, ‘ the purchasing 
power of gold has increased 40 per cent ” in 
the last twenty years. He does not stop to 
consider the injustice of such a plea when it 
is known that whatever cheapening in price 
there may be is due to the introduction of im- 
proved processes of producing and transport- 
‘ing, while the. price of labor has not de- 
clined in the ratio stated or any other except 
the falling off in the last few months due to 
the pressure of hard times. A year ago the 
average compensation of the toiler, per unit 
of time during which he is employed, was 
considerably higher than twenty y@grs pre- 
\yYiously, as reckoned in gold, and it is open to 
question if the present wage scale is down to 
the figures of the older date; certainly it is 
not below them. His argument for a depre- 
ciated currency to correspond with or com- 
pensate for-increased economy in production 
and, transportation is:of no value. It is as 
absurd as would be the claim that the inventor 
of improved processes is not entitled to any 
greater'profit on the increased quantity of 
goods turned out than -he had on the smaller 
quantities produced in the old-fashioned way. 

The gentleman lays great stress upon the 
assumption that “gold production has not 
kept pace with the increased demand for it for 
monetary purposes and that its increased use 
in the arts and industries steadily diminishes 
the supply for coinage.”’” We have no proof 
of this for the recent past and certainly no 
good ground for supposing it will hold true in 
the future. For a few years the gold produc- 
tion showed a moderate falling off, but even 
ther#the annual additions exceeded the growth 
in the world’s population. Last year brought 
a large increase, the total outturn. for the 
fwelve months being nearly 150 million dol- 
lars, and all the indications point to an enor- 
mous swelling of the annual product. New 
and rich gold fields have been discovered in 
this and other lands, and preparations are on 
foot for working them on a grand scale. On 
the other hand, the, introduction of modern 
bank.ng processes Enables the merchant and 
manufacturer to dispense with the use of either 
gold or silver coin except as the latter may be 
wanted *“‘to make change.’ -Only‘a small 
partofthe bank exchanges of this country 


notes. The latter are rapidly rising in favor 
asa substitute for coin, and both are being 
displaced by the check. Soit appears prob- 
able that by the close of the century the 
world’s stock of gold coin and bullion will be 
much larger than at present, while less of it 
will be wanted except as security for the re- 
demption of the paper currency. The talk 
about gold growing scarcer is a mere buga- 
boo. Ithas no foundation in facts of the 
present. 

Apart from the strong objection that the 
proposed rew * bimetallic dollar”’ would offer 
an increased temptation to the counterfeiter, 
and the equally important objection that it 
would bea*‘half way compromise between 
honesty and knavery, such a coin is not 
wanted by the people. It would be but slightly 
less heavy than the present silver dollar, many 
millions of which are locked up in the Treas- 
ury because not wanted by those who can get 
the paper instead. Silver as well as gold can 
be used for the basis of a paper currency 
without the trouble and expense of coining all 
of it into forms which the people do not care 
to handle, and both should be thus used at 
their real intrinsic value, the metal being 
rated worth precisely the same whether coined 
or in the form of bullion, as is now the case 
with gold.

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CLAIMING BRITISH PROTECTION. 

At the time of the riot in Bessemer, Mich., 
last month, the Sheriff called on a man 
named Trembower to assist him in making 
an arrest. He refused to do so. Subse- 
quently he was arrested for violating the 
statute, which ‘provides that— 

‘If any person being required by any Sheriff, 


Deputy-Sheritf, Coroner, or constable shall neglect 
or refuse to, assist him in the execution of his 


of the peace, he shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not more than six months 
or by a fine not exeeeding $100. 

Trembower now claims that he cannot be 
punished under this law because he is a citi- 
zen of Greut Britain, and he threatens to ap- 
peal for protection to the Ambassador of that 
country if the case against him,is pressed. It 
appears, however, that he filed his declaration 
of intention to become a citizen of the United 
States, and though he has not taken out his 
final papers yet under the loose provisions of 
the Michigan Constitution, which permits 
aliens to vote after declaration of intention, 
he has exercised the right of suffrage in Mich- 
igan. Hence itisclaimed by the Prosecuting 
Attorney that while the man {is nota citizen 
of the UnitedyStates he is a citizen of the 
State of Michigan, and is amenable to its 
la ws. 

The court can hold with propriety that even 
if this man Trembower is not a citizen of the 
United Scates and of Michigan, yet he has his 
domicile in the State, with an evident inten- 
tion of remaining there, as shown by his dec- 
laration of intention, that he and his prop- 
erty are protected by the State, and that while 
it may be that he could claim exemption from 
a draft he is bound by all the laws of the 
State, including this one relative to assisting 
a peace officer. He has subjected himself 
voluntarily to the jurisdicuon of Michigan, 
enjoyed the privileges of a citizen of the 
United States even though not [one, and can- 
not claim British protection because of the 
incompleteness of his naturalization. He 
could claim American protection in spite of 
its incompleteness but cannot claiin British 
because of it. 

But if the claim is made that he ought to 
obey the law in question because he is a citi- 
zen of Michigan while not a citizen of the 
United States the case assumes a different 
aspect. The Constitution says that “all per- 
sons born or naturaiized in the United States 
and subject to the jurisdiction thereof are citi- 
zens of the United States and of the State 
wherein they reside.”’ How agpersen who is 
nota citizen of the United States, as Trem- 
bower is not, can be a citizen of Michigan is 
a problem. Great Britain made a treaty with 
the United States whereby she renounced all 
claim to the allegiance of British subjects 
‘who shall become naturalized according to 
law within the United States of America,” 
She never made any treaty with Michigan re- 
garding British subjects who settled in that 
State ana became partially naturalized. For- 
eign governments know nothing of State citi- 
zenship. . 

The facts being what they are, if this man 
does write to the British Ambassador he will 
get no comfort from him. In the face of that 
declaration of intention he will take no inter- 
est in the matter. And if the people of Mich. 
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are performed by the use of coin or even bank

ENGLAND AND THE MOSQUITO COAST. 

About a month and a_ half ago the Nicara- 
guan Government sent a small force to Blue 
fields, on the Mosquito coast, to take posses- 
sion of the town. Soon afterwards it was re- 
ported that a British cruiser had landed a 
force of men at Bluefields for the ostensible 
purpose of defending the Mosquito Indians 
against the Nicaraguan Government. A dis- 
patch has been received from the American 
Minister announcing the landing of British 
troops, but the authorities at Washington do 
not know positively whether they were landed 
solely to protect the lives and property of 
British subjects, of whom there are a number 
at Bluefields, mostly colored men who went 
there from Jamaica, or for some other and 
less justifiable purpose. 

From the middle of the seventeenth century 
the Mosquito. coast, which lies along the Ca- 
ribbean Sea, in Nicaraguan térritory, and ex- 
tends about forty miles inland, was, with the 
Indians who inhabit it, under the rather nom- 
inal protection of Great Britain. But in 1860 
all rights to a protectorate were ceded abso- 
luteiy to Nicaragua, and ten years earlier, by 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, Great Britain and 
the United States agreed that— 

Neither will ever occupy, or fortify, or colonize, 
or assume or exercise any dominion over Nica- 


ragua, Costa Rica, the Mosquito ‘coast, or any 
part of Central America, nor will make use of 


any protection which either affords or may afford. 


for the purpose of occupying, fortifying, or colo- 
nizing Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the Mosquito 
coast, or any part of Central America, or of as- 
suming or exercising dominion over the same. 

Hence, if British troops have been landed 
at Bluetields for the purpose of defying Nica- 
raguan authority or interfering in any dis- 
pute between the Nicaraguan Governinent 
and the Mosquito Indians such action would 
be in violation of the gteaty and also of the 
Monroe doctrine, and could not be submitted 
to by the United States. 

It is stated in a Washington dispatch that 
the Secretary of State thinks it possible that 
the real reason for this landing of troops is to 
get a foothold near the eastern terminus of 
the Nicaragua Canal, British Honduras being 
alittle too far away to answer the purpose. 
The impression at Washington seems to be 
that Great Britain would like to get control 
of the Nicaragua Canal,as she has of the 
Suéz Canal, and it is said that if that turns 
out to be the underlying cause of this demon- 
stration at Bluefields the United States Gov- 
ernment will call the attention of Great Brit- 
ain to the propriety of withdrawing the troops. 
This may not be necessary, for it is quite 
likely that the commander of the British ves- 


sel at Bluefields has done nothing out of the [ 


way. But if he has his government should be 
calied on promptly to disavow his act and ex- 
press its regret for this unwarranted inter- 
ference with an American State. 
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Tue receipts of gold at the Denver mint 
last month were nearly three times as large 
as those of February last year. The exact 
ratio of amount was as 293 to 100. Besides 
this it is reported_that a similar increase is 
noted in the production of gold by mining 
companies which send their output direct to 
other points, and it is estimated that the yield 
for the whole of Colorado last month was 
more than three times that of a year previ- 
ously. The Cripple Creek mines are prepar- 
ing to open up, and the new railroad now in 
process of construction is expected to reach 
that region next May, which will be the 
signal for a further big increase of produc. 
tion. A reporter says: ‘* Good reports of 
strikes come from at least fifty dis- 
tricts in the State and give assurance 
not only of continued large production. but 
that they are sufficient to cause an unprece- 
dented rush for the gold Melds of the State 
similar to what there was for the silver fields 
in the early days of Leadville.” The New 
York Journal of Finance says the vast area of 
Colorado is almo&ta virgin gold field, indis- 
putably rich in many districts, and hitherté 
neglected only because the great silver bo- 
nanzas of Leadville and Aspen overshadowed 
gold and monopolized the capital and enter- 
prise which must under existing conditions 
turn to gold. It quotes predictions that the 
opening of spring will bring enormous activi- 
ty inthe well-known gold camps and that 
some of the ores contain thousands of dollars’ 
worth of gold to the ton. Taking this in con- 
nection with English reports of great increase 
in activity in the African fields it may be as- 
sumed safely that 35 millions produced in the 
United States and the 150 millions of output 
for the whole world last year will be far ex- 
ceeded by the record of 1894, rendering still 
more slender the plea of the extreme silver 
men that the supply of gold is not sufficient 


for the needs of business. 


Tre Charléston News and Courier quotes 
approvingly from an article in Tue Trrecuns 
exposing the iniquitous character of the Hatch 
anti-option bill, and adds that the author of 
the bill depends for the success of his measure 
upon the fears and prejudices of the members 
of Congress who represent agricultural com- 
munities. He cannot deny that the agitation 
of his proposed measure had a most depress- 
ing and injurious effect upon the course of the 
cotton market last year, and knows that the 
delay in the defeat of his bill was productive 


_of the worst consequences to the farmers of 


this country. He talks of the decline in 
wheat and cotton as followimg such defeat, 
but knowsthey are not the only articles of 
trade that have-sold far below “ their average 
normal prices,”’ that iron and steel manufact- 
ures are lower than they had been for many 
years, that the woolen industries have been 
greatly depressed, and that in every depart- 
ment of business there has been a correspond- 
ing decrease of prosperity. He also knows 
that there can be no such thing as an average 
normal price for wheat or cotton when we 
produce greatly more than the markets of the 
world demand, and that anti-option legislation 
will not affect the law of supply and demand. 
The Hatch bill is really in the interest of the 
manufacturers and not in that of the pro- 
ducers or consumers, and if it become a law 
it must prove hurtful not only to the general 
business interests of the country but especial- 
ly to the wheat growers and planters who de- 
pend on it for better times and higher prices.

Colonel. He says the letter of the Colonel is 
written in an insulting, domiaeering, and in- 
temperate manner.” Mr. Moloney says “‘ no 
man shall address him in that way with im- 
punity.”” But Col. Cooper has done 60. 
What then is to be the outcome? Shall the 
code be resorted to at once? Mr. Moloney 
also talks about New York and Chicago 
gamblers. Who are they? ‘Wilt Mr. Moloney 
specify? And who are the scoundrels of high 
and low degree who indulge in malicious gos- 
sip? These questions ought to be settled to 
the public satisfaction by Mr. Moloney and 
Col. Cooper. Why do both indulge so much 
in innuendo and indefinite accusation and de- 
nunciation?’ Let the gentlemen get down to 
facts and to law—and to a meeting.

The Jury System. 

The recent extraordinary actions on the part of 
American juries have raised quite an outcry in 
the press of the country on the subject of the 
| jury system. An Ohio exchange comments there- 

on as follows: 

The bill introduced in the Legislature 
against hung juries, stubborn juries, overwise 
juries, etc., bas caused no little comment at the 
court-bhouse. The bill provides that a verdict 
may be bronght in on the agreement of nine 
jurors iustead of compellicrg a unanimous 
agreement. There is no good reason why @ ma- 
jority should not rule in juries as in other bodies. 

‘ Justice is expensive, but we must have it, and 
yet the line as to juries should be drawn some- 
where. Lawsuits often have three or four trials 
because juries cannot agree, when’ if majorities 
ruled the cases would be settled at the first hear- 
ing. Some men go by contraries and will hang a 
jury for no good reason than because “they just 
can.”’ If a lawyer has a desperate case, a terrible 
offender to defend, his only hope is to get a man 
o the jury who will hang it, and that is often 

oue. 

It is certainly about time that some reform was 
introduced in the present jury system which, as 
at present administered, has outlived its useful- 


ness,

OLIVE AND THE FIG. 


«HOW THEY BLOSSOM AND YIELD IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


Large Tracts of the Former Bring Good 
Revenues to Growers, but Fig Culture 
Proves to Be a Financial FailureLatin 
Races’ in 
trasted with Their | Countrymen in 
Eastern and Middle Statese~Fruit-Grow- 
ing in the Famous Santa Clara Valley. 

Say Francisco, Cal., Feb. 27.—[Special 

Correspondence.|—In fulfillment of the uni 

versal promise of seedtime and harvest the- 

olive and the fig have blossomed and fruited 
in California for more than a hundred years. 

It was those wise men, not of the East but of 

the South, the Jesuit fathers, who planted 

them in Lower California, together with 

‘Many other fruits of semi-tropical origin. 

Asearly as 1707 Father Ungarte began the 

export trade of the Pacific coast by sending 

the surplus wine he made to Mexico to ex- 
change for goods needed at Vigge Biaundo 

Mission, and at this time the olive 

and the vine were thriving together 

in this country of many climates. 

Still, long as they have been here the growing 

of olives as an iridustry is yet in an e> peri- 

mental stage, and the same is true of figs. 

More progress has been made with the former 


Southern ' California Con-— 


| lated that the great, rugged olive trees about 
Tivoli are as old as the ancient city of Rome, 
A single one of these.trees. covers nearly an 
acre of ground and notwithstanding the pas- 
sage of centuries they are as Vigorous and 
productive as trees that have ve d seen a brief 
fifty years. While in certain localities 
the life of an olive tree is almost phenome. 
nal the average duration of an olive 
orchard is 250 years. Untilit is fully fifty 
years old an olive tree continues to increase 
in size and fruitfulness. 

At Mission San José is a fine olive tree 
more than 100 years old. Not only has this 
- patriarchal tree furnished cuttings for numer- 
ous orchards throughout Northern California, 
but it is still bearing abundantly and shows 
no signs of age. ‘here are also some fine old 
fig trees here planted by Franciscan 
friars. 

Old Mission San José, together with its en- 
vironments, is a most interesting place, At 
this time of the year when the orchards are 
in bloom a drive from Oakland to this historic 
mission is as delightful as informing. Onone 
side of the coufitry road are the low- 
lying, beautiful foothills of the Ccast 
Range and on the other miles of fruit blos- 
soms with the bay beyoad sparkling in the 
sunlight of an early February day every bit 
as rare and 1n fact like the rarest day in June. 
In a single orchard here belonging to Meek 
Brothers there are 1,000 acres, Fancy inhal- 
ing the delicate, penetrating fragrance of a 
thousand acres ‘of frit blossoms to say 
nothing of looking ovér an unbroken sea of 
pink and white blossoms.

CONSUMPTION IS CONTAGIOUS. 
the Germ Called Tubercle 
Bacillus, 4 


Discussing 
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Do not confuse this series with any of the other port- 
folios of views. It was made expressly for «“ The 
Tribune” from water color sketches by Charles Gra- 
ham. The views cannot be purchased elsewhere at 
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extent. while on the other side are small hold- 
ings of the laborers who are employed in 
working them. On the valley side are the 
homes of the ranchers, with flowers, orna- 
mental shrubbery, and palms about them.. It 
is quite commwn here to see the heliotrope, 
which in the Eastern and Middle States is 
low-growing, reaching the roof of the 
house in its ambition. Not only does 
it climb, but it blossoms and 
puts forth fresh foliage the year through, In 
fact all flowers adopt original methods here 
which to a newcomer seems so foreign that it 
is difficult to recognize. Roses differ espe- 
cially in foliage, which is thick, sturdy, and 
beautifully tinted. The calla lily, the oleander, 
camelia, and many other flowers which, 
where the bitter, shrewish winds of winter 
prevail a part of each year are cultivated 
only under glass, thrive about their country 
homesin a hit and miss, opulent fashion, 
which gives them an indigenous look. 

The houses on the side of the way where the 
hills rise up steep and high have a decided 
pioneer look. The houses are for the most 
part placid within the folds of the rising and 
retreating hills, and about them are beauti- 
fully kept vegetable gardens. Many of these 
steep hills are cultivated to the top. There 
are no palms, pepper trees, or flowers about 
these little homes, but nature, ever 
‘kind in this country of extraordinary 
possibilities, mukes good the deficit, 
and when not so cultivated = that 
their growth is impossible there are great, 
impressionistic splashes of golden poppies in 
the midst of the variei green of the hillside. 

These homes on the hills and in the valley 
represent the working out of the labor prob- 
lem which is not without interest. The 
dwellers on the hills in this vicinity are Port- 
ugese who own the small holdings about 
their plain little home, although many of 
them are not paid for. They -cultivate with 
great care and success their gardens when 
they are not employed by the valley ranch 
owners. who depend on them almost entirely 
for the help they need in their larger under- 
takings. They are paid by the day, as are 
also their wives and children, who are em- 

loyed at certain seasons of the year. These 
Docinaaies are a quiet, frugal, pious people, 
who marry early and are content with the sort 
of pastoral life they lead here, Possi- 
bly neither they nor yet their children 
will ever wax opulent, but they are securing 
for themselves a home for their age and will 
eventually be able to put by something for the 
proverbial rainy day. In the meantitne they 
are jiving at peace with the world and their 
employers. 

Don Gallegos’ Experiment. 


It was Don Juan Gallegos,. who has a beau- 
tiful place near Mission San José, who in- 
augurated this experiment. He was formerly 
a Central American coffee planter, and being 
accustomed to large tracts of land he pur- 
chased a thousand acres or more here and 
planted 600 acres of it to vines. Portu- 
gese are in the habit of shipping as sailors for 
a certain length of time and when their con- 
tracts have expired seeking some other employ- 
ment. Through their sailors Don Gallegos 
planted the little colony which has pros- 
pered’ greatly on the  hiilsides’ that 
he sold them on terms sO easy 
that in many instances they paid nothing on 


Let us now glance at the germ called the 
tubercle bacillus, the germ which causes and 
which alone can cause tuberculosis, writes Dr. 
T. Mitchell Prudden in Harper’s Magazine, 
It does not exist in the body of men or ani- 
mails in health, Without the entrance of this 
particular germ into the human body from 
without’ tuberculosis cannot develop in it. 
Without the transmission of this germ in 
some way or other in a living condition from 
the sick to the well tuberculosis cannot spread. 
In the life story of this tiny germ lie both the 
potency for mischief which we deplore and 
the secret of our release from its bondage. 
The tubercle bacillus is a little colorless 
rod-like plant, so small that ¢ven many 
thousands of them piled togethe® ld make 
a heap stil! far too small to be vis to the 
naked eye. li cannot move abouf,/hor even 
can it grow without moisture, nor ata tem- 
perature much above or much below that of 
the human body. The material on which it 
feeds must be very nicely adapted to its re- 
quirements, and it has no lurking or growing 
. places in nature outside of the bodies of men 
and a few warin-blooded animals. It can be 
cultivated artificially in the laboratory, and 
we know more about its life and peculiarities 
than about almost any other germ. While it 
can remain alive ina dried state for many 
weeks it is readily killed by heat, by sunlight, 
and by many of those chemical substances 
which. we call disinfectants. It does not 
flourish equally well in the bodies of all 
human beings. 

When once it gains lodgment in a .body, 
suited to its growth it multiplies slowly, eac 
germ dividing and subdividing, : taking from 
the tissues inaterial for its growth and return- 
ing to them certain subtle poisons which it 
sets free. The action of the tubercle bacillus 
is peculiar in that it stimulates the cells of the 
body wherever it may lodge and grow tc the 
formation of little masses of new tissue, which 
we call tubercles. These tubercles are as 
a rule short-lived, and, if the disease 
progresses, tend to disintegrate. If the 
tubercles have growu in such situations 
as make this possible, as in the _ in- 
testinal canal or the lungs, the disintegrated 
and broken-down material, often containing 
myriads of the living germs, may _be cast off 
the body. In tuberculosis of the lungs, or 
consumption, this waste material is thrown 
off with the sputum. While almost any part 
of the body may ber affected, tuberculosis of 
the lungs is by far the most common form of 
the disease. 

It isthe sputum after its discharge from 
the body on which ‘our attention m ust be fixed. 
While the sputurn is moist it can, as a rule, do 
no. harm, unless it should be directly trans- 
mitted to those who are well by violent cough- 
ing, by the use of uncleansed cooking or eat- 
ing utensils, by soiled hands, or by such inti- 
mate personal contact as kissing or fondling. 
But if in any way the sputum becomes dried 
on floors or walls or bedding, on hand- 
kerchiefs or towels, or on the person of, the 
patient, it may soon become disseminat 

the air as dust and can then be breathed into 
the lungs of exposed persons. This germ- 
laden material floatingin the air may be 
swallowed, and thus enter the recesses of the 
body through other portals than the lungs, 
but these are the most vulnerable and acces- 


than with the latter. It is true that olive 
growers have had a good deal of difficulty in 
pickeling the fruit successfully, and also in 
tinaking a fine quality of oil in sufficient quan- 
tities to be profitable, but these difficulties 
haye been surmounted. 

John.E, Packard of Pomona, who is one of 
the successful olive growers of the State, is 
confident that this is to be one of the leading 
industries of the Pacific coast. He says in 
speaking of it: 

“Iam of opinion that within fifteen, or at 
the most twenty, years the shipments of olives 
across the mountains will be as large as, if not 
larger than, the shipments of oranges.” 

Olives a Profitable Crop. 

As in other things, knowledge and much 
careful attention are necessary to make olives 
a profitable crop, but that they can be made 
so in all parts of the State has been abundant- 
ly proven,. As to just how profitable the 
statements are so varied ‘that there 
is the widest possible liberty of choice 
as to what one may decide to 
believe. Mr. Packard relates that 
from a grove of fifteen acres planted eight 
years ago he gathered last year 2,500 gallons 
of olives which he has been able to sell with- 
out difficulty for 75 cents a gallon. This is 
not a bad return fora young grove. There is 
a theory that there is, as the growers say, a 
full and anoff year with an olive orchard, but 
this, Mr. Packard thinks, is not correct, Hg 
says that with proper cultivation it is his expe- 
rience they wil] yie:d uniformly. 

It is evident that the California olive is not 
a prophet among fruits, asitis not without 
honor in its own country. In Los Angeles the 
retail dealers often dispose of a barrel a day.

pulp obtained 1s put in a coarse Jinen cloth— 
a fabric of woven esparto grass is used in 
Europe—ip quantities sufficient to make a 
big cake ‘somewhat similar to a, cheese, 
which, when it is pressed together, is about 
three feet square and three inches 
thick. Ten or more of these 
cakes are placed one above the other with 
slats -between them and the pressure gently 
applied. An old-fashioned cider press is used 
for this purpose by so.ne oil makers, and 
others use screw presses. The oil is cieared 
of sediment by standing. It takes severai 
months-for it to become perfectiy clear, and 
it is removed from one receptacle to another 
a number of times before it is ready to bottle. 
It takes from ten to fourteen gallons of olives 
to make one of oil, but the best olive oil al- 
ways commands ‘a good price and is never a 
drug in the market, 

In Northern as well as Southern California 
there are old olive and fig trees which date 
back to early mission. times. The mission 
olive is a success, but the same is not _true of 
the fig brought here by the padres. In fact, 
there are no figs here that have proven satis- 
factory from a commercial standpoint, 
although | much money and effort 
have been expended to that end. 
At one time Gov, Stanford and 
Dr. Stillman and also the Bulletin company 
imported fig cuttings from Smyrna which 
were widely distributed throughout the State, 
but nothing satisfactory has come of it. 
Helen Hunt Jackson in writing of this stated 
as her opinion that the wily Smyrnaites, not 
wishing to have their monopoly of the fig 
trade interfered with, sent cuttings from the 
barren fig tree mentioned in the New Testa- 
ment and not fron: those which are their chief 
source of revenue. However that 
may be, it certainly is true that 
the old. mission fig . bears abundantly, 
often yielding five crops in a single seasén, 
but, unfortunately, although fresh, pickled, or 
made into marmalade, they are most tooth- 
some. When they are dried they are not at 
all equal to the Smyrna fig. 


| Black California Figs. 


What is' known as the black California fig is 
the better of the two varieties that are success- 
fully grown here, but, like. the others, when 
they are dried they are Jacking in flavor. 

Not only have cuttings trom the Smyrna 
fig been brought here in quantities—it is 
claimed thatsome of the more recently re- 

_ceived cuttings are thriving and that in_one or 
two instances they have already born a fig of 
superior excellence—bft scientists have been 
sent from here to look into the merits of the 
Blastophaga psenes or fig wasp, by means of 
which it was claimed the fig was fertilized, 
As is well known. the tig does not blossom like 
other [fruit trees. The little fig pushes 
directly out of the branch of the tree 
and that which corresponds to a blossom 
is what is known as thaeyeattheend. After 
careful examination these specialists de- 
cided that the Blastophaga as a fructifier of 
the tig is an old-time fetich and not a 
scientific fact. Inthe meantime the working 

‘out of the problem goes on and the fact that 
there are 2,600 acres of figs in the State that 
are so newly planted they are not in bearing 
proves that the horticulturists here are by no 
means losing faith in the ultimate success of 
the fig culture. | 

The growing popularity of olive culture 
measured by the standard of the orchards fe. 
centiy planted is nearly doubleé-that of the fig, 
the aggregate area of olive orchards that are 
not bearing being between 5,000 and 6,000 
acres. These new orchards represent a great 
many different varieties of olives that are be. 
ing introduced here, although those brought 
by the dres, known as the “ Mission 
olive,”’ s still a -favorite, both for 
pickling and for oil. The olive requires little 
ibesides warmth and good drainage. In fact 

t will thrive in rocky, shallow. soil where al- 
most nothing else will grow, Itis little trouble 
to raise olives, but gathering them and pre. 
paring them for market is quite another mat- 
ne Preparing for Market. 

In Spain the shopkeepers prepare olives 
for market, but here this must be done 
by the grower, Olives intended for table use 
are first of all saponified, that is treated with 
alkali to neutralize the acid. They are then 
put in brine, and in a few weeksare ready 
either for use or export. 

In addition to requiring little care the olive 
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them for several years. In the meantime, 
however, they cultivated and gathered the 
grapes that grew in the 600-acre vineyard of 
Don Gallegos, which each year are crushed 


into many thousands of galions of wine in the 
largest winery in the State, which is on this 
ranch, 

Speaking of these 
Portugese laborers 
tle sidenill ranches calls to mind 
the fact that all the semi-tropical 
people here are happy and prosperous. There 
are no class of Italians such as there are in 
Chicago who seem to be continually on the 
verge of the last ditch in the struggle for exist- 
ence. The men do not gravitate to little 
fruit and peanut stands and the women and 
children to picking up what other people 
drop about the streets. Here they devote 
themseives to cultivating and picking fruit 
for others until they can secure their own vine 
and fig tree, and also their olive tree, for life 
without oil isa hardship toan Italian,as in fact 
it is to most of the Latin race. The Italians 
here don’t go faraway from the cities, but 
settling themselves on a bit of hil! they live 
on less than almost any other people would 
throw away and are independent and happy. 
This is not because they are inately different 
from their fellow countrymen inChicago, whose 
condition is the reverse of prosperous, but 
only because they are suited to the climate 
and conditions here, and being fits instead of 
mistits they thrive and in their way are valua- 
bie members of the community. In addition 
to having acres of hillside market gardens 
about San Francisco in all the coast counties 
they are most successful dairymen. 


At Mission San Jose. 


To return to Mission San José’ and the cen- 
tury-old olive tree that is growing near the 
ancient adobe house built by the friars of St, 
Francis. At the time this old house 
was built. the Franciscans, , having set- 
tled on this fertile, sheltered spot 
for a mission, were wont to hang up a bell 
and rng it until the Indiars came to see what 
it meant. When they’ had gathered the de- 
vout Franciscans, so humble that they did not 
even call themselves * fathers,”” began the 
work which brought them to this far-away 
land by teaching these savage men as little 
children are taught. The old adobe house 
under the shadow of Mission Park, the mount- 
ain that towers above the hills back 
of it. is a quaint one-story 
structure, with a wide vine mantled 
porch. The old church which joined it on 
one side was overthrown by an earthquakea 
few yearsago. In its place stands a dapper 
little structure, prim and well painted and 
like a certain part of the civilization which is 
gradually replacing what remains of that long 
ago time, about which clusters so much of 
poesy and romance, when piety and not gold 
was the ruling incentive of the chief actors. 
The old olive tree that has seen 
some happenings worth hearing about if only 
it would relate them has a large family in 
its vicinity. From cuttings taken from it is 
an avenue a mile long which leada from the 
residence of Don Gallegas to the main thor- 
oughfare. An avenue of this kind has many 
advantages, It is an evergreen and therefore 
perennially beautiful; it furnishes delightful 
shade and bears fruit which no boy will steal, 
for either green or ripe an olive, until it is 
pickled, is uneatable. 

The residence to which this avenue of olives 
leads is an ideal country home. Itis neara 
little spring-fed stream with banks overgrown 
with'myrtle with great blue blossoms fully an 
inch across. About if, growing in luxuriant 

rofusion, are great pepper trees with their 

ong tassling branches, tall» palms with 
not a branch for, fully’ forty feet 
from the ground, pines, hawthorns, ac- 
acias, yellow with feathery golden bios- 
soins, eucalyptus more than sixty feet high, 
and all inclosed in Monterey cypress hedge, 
Not the box-trimmed horror, in which this 
country abounds, but that which is only cut 
down so that its soft, interlacing branches 
form a hedge as picturesque as it is perfect. 
The house is broad and low, with a wide porch 
and entrance door. It would be difficult to 
linagine a more charming country place. Un- 
foftunately there are few like it here, for Cal- 
ifornia ranch-owners are for the most part in- 
tent on cultivating great fields of fruit and 
quite neglect to give nature an opportunit e

NEW PALACE OF THE VANDERBILTS. 


Rich and Beautiful .Furnishings of the 
Various Suites of Rooms. 

Old rose is the color chosen by Mrs. Van- 
derbilt for the boudoir which is for her own 
exclusive use in the palace newly built by 
Cornelius Vaaderbilt, on the corner of Fifth 
avenue and Fifty-seventh street. Mrs. Van- 
derbilt’s suite of rooms is on the Fifty-sev- 
enth street side, and faces exactly across to the 
house of Mr, William C. Whitney, on the op- 
posite corner, and into the rooms fitted up a 
year ago by Mrs. Whitney for her débutante 
daughter, Pauline. The suite consists, like all 
the other six suites of the house, of three 
rooms—a bedroom, a boudoir, and a bath- 
room. The prevailing color is old rose, and 
this shade is found upon the walls, which are 
covered with old rose satin, and upon: the 
floors, where there is a delicate old rose car- 
pet, and upon the furniture, which is covered 
with old rose damask of rich and rare auality, 
says the New York Herald. 

The wood is rosewood and the bedstead is of 
the same material, hung with curtains of old 
rose satin, lined with white silk. On the walls 
ere are cupids and nymphs carrying cornu- 
copias filled with roses. This gives the old

There is a great deal of gold in the dec- 
oration of the boudoir. The chairs are Louis 
Quinze in gold, upholstered in the old rose, 
and the cornices are also of gold. The hang- 
s are of- old rose and there is a writing 
table which is of rosewood, but the trimmings 
are of gold, asare the writing implements.

WOMEN WHO ATTEND THE LEOTURES 
AT THIS INSTITUTION. 


An American Girl’s Experience in the 
Frencly Capital=Ease with Which an 
Entrance into the Temple of Learning 
Is Gained=Students’ Methods of Exclud-. 
ing Objectionable Auditors=Ad vantages 
and Disadvantages of the Liberal Man- 
agement of the University Lectures, 

Paris is the paradise for students, and the 

University of. Paris may be called the para- 

dise par excellence for the woman student. It 

is open to her on precisely the same terms as 
tomen. A diploma from a college, or from 

a proper preparatory school, or an examina- 

tion at the university itself is all that is nec- 

essary to admit her to an equal and acknowl- 
edged place among the thousands of other 
students, male or female, on its rolls. In- 
deed, if she is nof\studying fora degree 
she need not present any, testimonials of fit- 
ness at all, but may follow any course of lect- 
ures or as many courses as she may choose 
without any preliminaries whatever, and 
with no more trouble than finding out where 
the lecture-rooms are and walking into them 
entail. Scores of women, many of them 
elderly, some even very old, follow the courses 
in this way. making up, anonymously as it 
were, their lack of early training, and getting 
for themselves at least an idea of the higher 

education they hear so much about, writes a 

correspondent to the New York Pust. : 

This is particularly the case at the Sorbonne 
proper (the original university) and the Col- 
lége de France, where the lectures on litera- 
ture, language, history, and the like are given. 

Here the women, both regularly matriculated 

students and the simple listeners above de- 

scribed, flock in such numbers that the more 
popular and “‘ornamental’’ courses, as, for 
instance, the history of French literature in 
the eighteenth century, or ‘‘Le Romantisme 
Frangais et Allemand,” or ‘“ L’Histoire de 
l’Art en Grace,” are sarcastically called by the 
angry male students who find themselves 
crowded out of the test seats, or out 
of the roem altogether, ‘* ladies’ 
courses.”” Often it is the  Jecturer 
rather than the lecture that attracts. A 
brilliant eloquent speaker. a striking or in- 
teresting personality, almost always gathers 
the women about him by the dozens. Even 
in such courses, however, as the lectures on 
pyschology of Prof. Ribot, editor of the Revue 

Philosophique, women, old and young, form 

a large majority of the audience. Many of 

them'are, of course, earneat /and capable stu- 

dents, but many others, espécially the no lon- 
ger young French women, ‘are not, and the 
real **woman student”’ herself cannot but 
consider them queer characters for a class- 
room. Yet there is a pathos about these be- 

lated ones, too; their presence expresses a 

need the opportunity to gratify which has 

come too late, It,should also be added that 
they have their male counterparts to bear 

them company. : v 


One Woman's Experience, ’ 


This loose and liberal management of the 
university lectures, though a great advantage, 
a blessing even, to many as we have seen, is 
a very serious disadvantage from a scholarly 
point of view, for by admitting such a mass 
of unwinnowed mediocrity—it is not only the 
women whoare referred to now—it lowers 
the whole standard of _ instruction. The 
lecturer who wishes to have his room filled— 
and what lecturer does not?—is often led into 
popularizing and embellishing his ‘“ style ”’ 
at the expense of his stuff. 

An amusing experience related to the writer 
by the American woman who was the heroine 
of it is a good illustration ef the effect of the 
opposite course. . 

She was a retiring little person. without any 
pretensions whatever to scholarly attainments 
and no ambition in that direction. Having 
chanced to hear, however, througha professor 
friend,a great deal about a certain distin- 
guished Orientalist who lectured on the an- 
cient Eastern languages at the university, she 
concluded to go once and hear, or rather see, 
him. Overtaken by a storm one day in the 
vicinity of the Sorbonne, she bethought her- 


self of this and resolved to improve the op- 


portunity if perchance day and hour should 
coincide. Asit happened they did, and after 
considerable searching she fount the 
room assigned to him-—up two flights 
of rickety stairs in the oldest part of 
the old buildings. Thé room was dingy and 
very amall, but there was a big stove in it, 
and close to the stove sat a dirty, bedraggled 
old woman who had evidently come in there 
to get warm. The only other person present 
was a fashionably-dressed -frivolous Paris- 
ienne, whcse motive could be only curiosity. 
The American woman sat down for polite- 
ness’ sake on a front bench, and a moment 
later the famous Frenchman entered, an ele- 
gant little old man in full evening dress and 
pearl-colored kids, with the badge of an offi- 
cer of the Legion of Honor in his buttonhole. 
He looked through his glasses at the shabby 
woman by the stove, at the dainty boulevard- 
iére, and—addressed his lecture to the quiet 
little American on the front bench. 


Attended the Entire Course. 


She, of course, followed him respectfully 
and as intelligently as she could, though his 
long citations from languages whose very 
names she did not know were all alike San- 
skrit to her ears. When he was through he 
addressed her directly in the most kindly and 
courteous manver, telling her how it touched 
his heart to find a student, and a woman stu- 
dent at that, so deeply interested in his sub- 
ject, and promising to advance her in it as 
far as he could before the semester was over 
—it chanced to bein the early weeks of the: 
winter term. She had not the courage to be 
ungraciously frank and tell him that she was 
there only out of curiosity, and neither 
knew nor wanted to know anything about 
those horrible Eastern tongues. She tacitly 
acquiesced in his assumption that she was a 
student, and gave him her name and address 
when he asked thern. Next day she received 
a package of books from him, his cwn-books 
and rare editions of other works on his sub- 
ject, and a scheme of study to be carried on 
in connection with the lectures she would 
hear from him. Of course, she felt obliged 
after that to attend his next lecture, when she 
was the only auditor, the boulevardiére and 
the shabby old woman’ having vanished, not 
to reappear. And this went on from iecture 
to lecture to the end of the term, no one else 
ever comingin. For five months she slaved 
away at the subject she had been thus forced 
into with the famous old academician as self- 
constituted special instructor. **He was so 
lovely,’’ she said in extenuation of her cow- 
ardice, ‘* that I had not the heart to undeceive 
him.’’ But she never dropped into another 
lecture atthe Sorbonne just to seea Gis- 
tinguished man. 


In the Technical Schools. 


In the more strictly technical schools, as 
law, medicine, the natural sciences, the con- 
ditions are ‘quite different from that of the 
Faculté des Lettres, and the proportion of 
women falls at once* A year ago there was 
but one woman matriculated in the school of 
law to more than 2,000 men, and in the 
school of medicine there were about 150 
women to over 2,500 men. The number of 
women auditors diminishes proportion- 
ately, owing to the greater difficulty of 
getting in. Yet even in these technical 
courses the door of entrance swings open 
with an ease unparalleled anywhere else. 
Many of the lectures, indeed, are free and 
open to the public, and they draw, though to 
a much less degree, the heterogeneous crowds 
the literary lectures bring together. The 
laboratories, however, and the clinics of the 
medical schools are closed to all but author- 
ized personsa Yet here, too, the rule does not 
always hold, and any quiet, studious-looking 
woman may walk into hospital or clinic with. 
out fear of challenge; and of course the sur- 
veillance is even less strict for a man, 
clinic of the tate Dr. Charcot, the famous 
specialist on nervous diseases at the Salpé- 
triére, was regulariy attended by outsiders of 
many grades and callings, who followed with 
intense interest the human tragedy presented 
every Tuesday morningin the amphitheater 
of the great hospital.

HEADDRESSES OF WOMEN OF ISRAEL, 


Coiffures [Affected by the Daughters of 
Zion Against Which Isaiah Railed, 

In the days of the temporal splendor of the 
Beni Israel the habits of patriarchal simplicity 
were lost. The influence of Egypt and As- 
syria and commercial relations with the 
Vhoenicians introduced luxury of all Kinds; 
the veil and the art of embroidery no longer 
sufficed to adorn the heads of the beautiful 
Jewesses; jewels, pearls, and gold and silver 
ornaments of the richest kind were employed 
in such abundance that the morose prophets 
broke forth in threats and imprecations, 
writes Theodore Child in an article on ** Wim- 
me and Crisping Pins’’ in Harper’s Bazar. 

hus Isaiah, in a passage of precious nomen- 
ciature, utters terrible menaces; 

' Because the daughters of Zion are haughty, and 
walk with stretched-forth necks and wanton eyes, 
walking and mincing as they go, and making a 
tinkling with their feet, therefore the Lord will 
sinite the heads of the daughters of Zion with 
baldness, and make their bodies naked. so that 
they shall be ashamed. In that day the Lord will 
take away the bravery of the tinkling ornaments 
about their feet, their coifs,.thoir round tires 
like the moon, the ribbons, the bracelets, the 
perfume boxes, the bonnets, the ornaments of 
their legs, the earrings, the head bands, the 
finger-rings, the nose-jewels, the changeable 
suits of apparel, and the mantles, and the 
wimples, and the crisping-pins, the mirrors, and 
the fine linen, and the hoods, and the veils. 

From this enumeration of objects we see 
that the Jewesses frizzled their hairin front 
and let it hang down the back in long tresses 
interwoven with ribbons, or else they curled 
their hair and let it fall in ringlets, with a dia- 
dem to keep the forehead free, or a fillet in- 
laid with jewels, or a network of gold similar 
to the coiffure of sequins worn by the Jewesses 
of the East at the present day. Again, from 
the mention of the bonnet or mitra we see 
that Assyrian fashions were in vogue, the 
mitra being a sort of truncated cone, more 
or less tall, and enriched with gold, em- 
broidery, and precious/stones, often with a 
light and rich veil thrown over the whole. 
Such a coiffure is worn at the present day by 
the Persian and Caucasian women, while 
among the Arab. tribes, . whether in 
Egypt, Morocco, or Algeria, the fashions 
in coiffure of thousands of years ago still per- 


| sist, with their ornaments of crowns, turbans, 


veils. and chains, and all the refinements of 
barbaric luxury mentioned by the prophet. 
Thus,.due allowance being made for facial 
type, we may imagine to ourselves the Jewish 
beauties of old attired somewhat in the taste 
of the women of the Quled Nails, whose splen- 
did and exuberant headgear is familiar to the 
modern tourist in Algeria, and whose chains 
and turbans and spang.ed veils add a singular 
fascination to the flashing eyes and the brilliant 
complexions of the wearers, who, like Queen 
Esther, are ruddy through the perfection of 
their beauty, which is generaily heightened 
by a touch of “rouge, 

Isaiah also refers to the head-bands of pre- 
cious stones that hang over the forehead, an 
ornament corresponding to the ferronniére 
which was so fashionabie in Europe during 
the middle ages and the renaissance, and 
which was. happily revived during the Ro. 
mantic movement in the first half of the 
present century. The same beautiful orna- 
ment, frequentiy seen in the portraits of 
Leonardo, Mantegna, and the great Venetian 
painters, is also spoken of by the prophet 
Ezekiel in these words addressed to the per- 
sonification of Jerusalem: 

I clothed thee also with broidered work, and 
shod thee with badgers’ skin, and I girded thee 
about with fine linen, and I covered thee with 


put bracelets upon thine hands and a chain on 
thy neck, and | put a jewel on thy forehead, and 
earrings in thine ears, and a beantiful crown 
upon thine head. 


WHY COOK PIES AND PUDDINGS! 


Some Timely Suggestions for Simple, Whole- 
some, Easily Made Desserts. 

It isa great waste of time, and frequently 
of money, for the woman whe does her own 
work, or has only the help of one servant, to 
indulgein elaborate desserts. Some sort of 
dessert is necessary after every dinner. It is 
the proper course to “ linger over.”’ Linger- 
ing over co'd roast and chilly vegetables 
would lack the charm which attaches to dally- 
ing with dessert. But because desserts are 
graceful and necessary f or the dainty finishing 
of a dinner is no’ reason why the cook or the 
mother should spend hours every duy in ston- 
ing raisins and similar occupations, says the 
New York World. 

A jar of preserved ginger is comparatively 
inexpensive, and from it may come many 
desserts fora family of ordinary size. With 
delicate biscuits and a cup of coffee it forms 
a delicious ending for the evening meal. 
Fruit and nuts are quite as cheap, and much 
more wholesome than pies and puddings. 
Half a dozen oranges for 15 cents will make 
a better dessert for six people than one pie 
costing 18 cents. Apples polished and at- 
tractively arranged might often be substituted 
for puddings and sauces. 

Boiled custard is a very easily prepared 
dish, and when poured over cake which is 
beginning to grow hard makes a delicate 
dessert. Crackers and cheese may be served 
with the coffee instead of the regular dessert, 
and are quite as muchas most peopie care 
for who have eaten a substantial ‘dinner. 
Figs and dates are moderate in price, easily 
arranged, and wholesome. In fact, by a lit- 
tle forethought, a housekeeper should be able 
to furnish desserts for five days out of every 
seven without recourse to the cook-book or the 
stove.

‘Merits of the Water Hyacinth, the Poppy, 
“ Parrot’s Feather,” “ Lily of the Gods,” 
and Other SpecieseVarieties That Are 

_ Easily Cultivated in the House—Beau- 

_tiful Blossoms That Cause Little 

Trouble to Those Who Enjoy Them=— 
Wise Rule Regarding Care of Plants. 

ITH the increasing in- 

terest in window gar- 

dening there is a con- 

stant demand for 

plants that will thrive 

under difficulties. In 

the majority of city 

homes there are al- 

ways several windows 

in which the beauty- 

loving housewife 

would delight to 

gather her flowering 

beauties where they 

can be most appreci- 

ated »»y the family, but want of sunlizht forbids 

the growth of various blooiners and only the 

palms, ferns, and other decorative piauts that 

thrive in the shade can be cultivated, says the 

New York Herald. 

Many flower lovers will consider it a de- 
lighttul revelation to realize that constant 
blooming may be enjoyed from a variety of 
plants grown in water, without any of the care 
required by pot-grown plants. It seems to be 
the general impression that the culture of 
water plants is very difficult, that there is 
something miraculous about their rapid 
growth and profuse blooming, which the 
novice cannot hope to fathom, while in reality 
there is no class of plants so easily grown and 
sure to give satisfaction. 

The beautiful cut-glass bowls, through 
which the delicate roots may be watched as 
they grow, or the handsome jardiniere, which 
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LILY OF THE GODS. 


may hold the water, will prove desirable set- 
tings for the lovely blossoms and glossy 
foliage, but the plants will thrive quite as well 
in a cheap glass dish, or any vessel that will 
hold water. Tin should be avoided, however, 
as rust will form and the water will not 
remain as pure as when in glass, china, or 
stoneware. 

For immediate display the water hyacinth 
will perhaps be the most desirable. This will 
thrive for a long time in water alone, but 
will prove much more satisfactory when there 

_isa little rich soil placed in the bottom of the 
dish holding the water. The plant is very odd 
in form and manner of growth. . It does not 
require planting, but should simply be 
dropped on the. surface of the water, and the 
curiously inflated leaf stalk will cause it to 
float about, its queer foliage resembiing blad- 
ders, or miniature balloons. Soon a feathery 
mass of delicate blue roots will extend down- 
ward until they reach the soil and hold the 
plant in place, while extracting the nutriment 
from the rich soil and water. 

The growth will be very rapid if plenty of 
sunlight can be secured, and soon the blos- 
soms will appear, resembling somewhat the 
spike of the common hyacinth in manner of 
growth, but as delicate and beautiful asa 
costly orchid. Each flower inthe spike is 
about two inches in diameter, and in color is 
a beautiful blending of azure biue and lilac 
rose tintings, with a deep blue spoton each of 
the upper petals. and a golden spot in the cen- 
ter of the blossom. 

This is especially handsome when grown in 
a glass dish so that the growth of the curious 
roots may be watched, as the plant - floats on 
the surface of the water, and they extend 
downward reaching for thesoil. After the rich 
soil is arranged in the bottom of the di-h 
shells and white sand may be made to partly 
conceal it, and a few smali lumps of charcoal 
mixed with the shells will help to keep the 
water pure. The roots will quickly twine 
among the sheils and reach the soil beneath, 
and the window ornament will be greatly ad- 
mired, even before the flowers appear. 

fhe thrifty little water poppy with its 
abundance of bloom always proves a favorite 
among the flowers cultivated in this manner. 
It does not float on the surface like the water 
hyacinth, but should be planted in the soil at 
the bottom of the dish or jardiniere, and then 
the water filled in until the leaves, with their 
long stems, can rest upon the surface. The 
flowers are a bright lemon yellow in color; 
and stand a few inches out of the water, mak- 
ing a bright, showy ornament when in full 
bloom. 

The commoner varieties of hyacinths are 
often grown in the hyacinth giasses, simply 
filled with water, without soil in the bottom, 
and these are perhaps the most widely known 
of any plants that can be cultivated in water. 
Different varieties of narcissus, crocus bulbs, 
etc., may also be forced in this manner, but 
the bulb becomes exhausted and compara- 
tively worthless after being thus forced. 

There are few flowers that have grown so 
rapidly into -favor as the dainty, fragrant 
‘* Lily of the Gods,’’ or the Chinese sacred 
lily. It is* absolutely sure to bloom if a

properly ripened bulb, such as reliable dealers 
are sure to send out, is set according to direc- 
tions, ina dish of pebbles and water and al- 
lowed plenty of sunlight for at least a portion 
of the day. One of the greatést advantages 
in growing this beauty is the flowers can be 
depended upon when wanted, which cannot 
be said of many window garden plants. If it 
is desirable to have the wealth of bloom at its 
best for a certain date, to celebrate some par- 
ticular event, set the buib into growth abouta 
month previous, and there will be little doubt 
as to the result. The flowers begin to open in 
from twenty to twenty-five days from the 
time the growth starts, and allowing a few 
days for them to expand all along the stalk, 
the wealth of beauty and fragrance will be at 
its best in about a month’s time. 

No soil will be necessary in growing this 
lily, although it is sometimes recommended. 
Simply fill the dish with small stones, or 
shells, or pretty pebbles that may be col- 
lected, or anything of the sort that will sup- 
port the bulb without making the water im- 
pure, When the dish is nearly full set the 
bulb on the pebbles, and bank a few around 
it, just enough to keep itin place. Then fill 
the dish with water until it just touches the 
bottom of the bulb. It is a mistake to cover 
the bulb with water, as it will be almost sure 
| torot. But with the water simply |

| it, the roots will soon start, and twia 
the shells and pebbles. and the gt 
will begin to start in various pa 
rh soon forming a mass of glossy, 
oliage. 

It will not be necessary to change the water 
throughout the growth of the plant if small 
‘lumps of charcoal are mixed with the pebbles ; 
simply supply a Jittle fresh water occaston- 
ally to allow for evaporation. There phe y 
no care required ring beautifu —_ 
and foliage to perfection after the growt 
starts, and there is no flower in cultivation

also be grown in soil if itis kept very wet, 
but not allowed to sour, and is especially 
handsome in hanging pots, with the long 
feathery foliage, resembling fluffy plumes of 
delicate green trailing over the edge. The 
foliage is fine for bouquet makmmg, and can 
be cut with great freedom, as it grows very 
rapidly. 

The desire for blooming plants within the 
home is sure to increase asspring approaches, 
with hints of coming bloom and fragrance, 
and for ease of culture, rapid growth and as- 
sured blooming, there is se that can ex- 
cel the various water plants. If convenient, 
many varieties may be planted outside, in 
tubs or half barrel ponds during the summer, 


where they will make luxuriant growth and | 


will be quite as satisfactory in a small city 
yard or for roof gardening as when planted 
in an elaborate lily pond on a large lawn. 


MRS, SEMPLE RULED THE WHITE HOUSE. 


A Daughter of President Tyler Is Still Liv- 
ing in Baltimore. 

It will be a matter of considerable surprise 
to many people to learn that the daughter of 
an administration ag many years distant in 
time as is that of President John Tyler, Mrs. 
Letitia Tyier Semple, the second daughter of 
President Tyler, isat present living at this 
late day, writes Sally Nelson Robins in an in- 
teresting sketch, with portrait, in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, a resident of the city in which

her father found his official home, and in 
which she once dispensed hospitality as mis- 
tress of the White House. 

During Mrs. Semple’s reign at the White 
House the demands on the time of the * First 
Lady of the Land *’ were even more exacting 
than at present. Three days in the week, 
from morning until 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon, were assigned to the reception of visit- 
ors, the same hours of the other three days 
being devoted to the returning of calls. On 

leasant afternoons it was the custom of the 

resident to drive, after 4 o’clock, his favor- 
ite companion being his daughter Letitia. 
While driving through the heavily-wooded 
districts which then marked the present sub- 
urbs of the Capital Bag Semple would 
often sing to her father his favorite ballads 
and songs. : 

The President’s family was also informally 
at home every evening until 10 o’clock, when

any one and every one was privileged to pay 
thetr respects to the drawing room. 

Mrs. Semple presided, among other festivi- 
ties, over the dinner and ball given by the 
President in honor of the Prince de Joinville 
and his suite. She was present also at the 
stretching of the first telegraph wire between 
Washington and Baltimore, by Morse, the in- 
ventor. She witnessed, also, the first subma- 
rine explosion in American waters, and the 
application of the first electric light to the 
dome of the Capitol, She was also given the 
honor of christening the first iron ship which 
was propelled by steam in the American navy, 
the Ailegheny. 

When the Civil War pagan Mrs. Semple 
hastened from Brooklyn, where she was then 
living, to Williamsburg, Va., where she aided 
in the establishment of hospitals for the sick 
and wounded. Her jewelry she sent to Rich- 
mond to be added to the fund for the pur- 
chase of food and clothing for the Southern 
army. 7 

At the close of the war Mrs. Semple found 
herself penniless, and removing to Baltimore 
established there an “Eclectic. Institute,” 
in which she gathered for education and train- 
ing the daughters of her beloved South. Over 
this institution she presided for eleven years, 
making it her home until compelled by ill. 
health to close its doors, Mr. Corcoran, the 
founder of the “ Louise Home,” asked Mrs. 
Semple to be his guest there for the remain. 
der of her life, and she has lived there ever 
since, making occasional visits to her old 
friends throughout Virginia, and to the scenes 
of her younger days,
